Article IX was then taken up. It * 
vides that the general convention may 
by canon establish a court for the trial 
of bishops, that courts for the trial of 
presbyters and deacons may be estab- 
lished by diocesan conventions, and that 
the general convention may by cancn 
establish courts of review of the deter- 
minations of diocesan or other trial 
courts, and may also establish an ul- 
timate court of appeal solely for the 
review of the determination of any 
court of review on question of doctrine, 
faith and worship. Other provisions are 
stmilar to those now existing. The arti- 
cle was adopted by nearly unanimous 
vote, Virginia and Fon du Lac voting 
together in the negative, along with 
North Carolina. There was absolutely 
no discussion on the adoption of this 
article. 

Article X, providing for the use of the 
prayer book and the process of its 
amendment, which is a little more dim. 
cult than under the old constitution, 
was adopted. 

The addition to Article X. not in- 
cluded in the portion adopted, declaring 
that provision may be made by canon 
for the temporary use of other forms 
and directories of worship by congrega- 
tions not in union with this church 
who are willing to accept the spiritual! 
oversight of the bishop of the diocese 
or missionary district, was taken up. 

Dr. Huntington, the reputed author 
of this proposition, declared his willing- 
ness to go to an immediate vote or to 
have the matter fully discussed, as the 
House may determine. Dr. Hopkins of 
Chicago objected to voting upon it 
without discussion and proceeded to op- 
pose its adoption with much vigor. At 
the desire of the House, the Rev. Dr. 
Egar stated what he conceived would 
be the effect of the adoption of this pro- 
vision, rather in favor of it than other- 
wise. 

Mr. Parker of Colorado vigorously op- 
posed the proposition. | 

Rev. Dr. Aslop of Long Island spoke 
in favor of it. He thought it had 
sufficiently discussed in the last conven- 
tion, when it was adopted by a large 
majority. 

The Rev. B. W. R. Tayler of Los An- 
geles felt sure the bishups should be en- 
trusted with the discretionary power 
contemplated here. 

Mr. Stiness of Rhode Island cleared 
up certain difficulties suggested and 
strongly argued for the amendment.

Rev. Dr. Olmstead of Pennsylvania 
regretted that in what he should say he 
might hurt the feelings of his friend, 
Dr. Huntington. He did not think there 
was sufficient present demand for such 
a provision. 

Dr. Cameron Mann said he was in 
sympathy with pretty much all that 
had been said on both sides of the ques- 
tion, but he thought the bishops already 
had all the privileges and authority to 
be conferred by this legislation.

FIVE NEW BISHOPS. 
MAY BE APPOINTED. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—Five new 
bishops may be chosen at the present 
triennial convention of the Episcopal 
Church. A bishop must be elected for 
the missionary diocese of Olympia, in 
the State of Washington, to take the 
glace of Rt. Rev. Dr. Barker, who died 
recently. Rev. Dr. Clampett's name 
and personality are prominently men- 
tioned for the place. Dr. Clampett is 
rector of Trinity Church in this city. 

A bishop must be elected for the 
missionary diocese of North Dakota, to 
take the place of Rt. Rev. Dr. Edsall, 
now bishop of Minnesota. A clergy- 
man elevated to fill this bishopric will 
most likely be chosen from the north- 
western field. 

There will also be a bishop provided 
for Porto Rico and another provided 
for the Philippines; if not for both, 
probably for one of the new insular 
groups. 

A bishop may also be appointed for 
Hawall. And here, again, a well-in- 
formed, populdr and efficient clergyman 
may be chosen, thought the Kast may 
be the recruiting field: The advisabil- 
ity of appointing a bishop for Hawaii 
will be one of the critical questions and 
the policy problems of the present con- 
vention. 

In addition to the diecussion of creat- 
ing or filling some or all of these five 
bishoprics by elections at this conven- 
tion, there are possibilities that two 
new missionary jurisdictions with mis- 
sionary bishops may be created in the 
United States. One would be in Cen- 
tral Illinois and the other a part of the 
State of Kansas. The house of bishops 
has received petitions calling for di- 
visions of territory to create these two 
jurisdictions. One tition is from the 
diocese of Springfield, one of the three 
dioceses into which the State of Illinois 
is divided. The other is from the dio- 
cese of Kansas, which embraces the 
entire State. Each diocese requires 
that a part be cut off of its territory 
and made into a missionary jurisdic- 
tion. This plan is to relieve the pres- 
ent diocese in each case from support- 
ing the church work in the proposed 
new district, all missionary jurisdic- 
tions being maintained from the gen- 
eral fund.

east and continues to Orange county. 
“he other channel keeps out to sea as 
it passes Point Fermin and crosses the 
bay in the vicinity of the breakwater, 
where oil wes found by the government 
employés when testing the ground for 
the breakwater. 

All of the sea walls from San Pedro 
to Redonde have been beaten back 
thousands uf feet since the elevation of 
the hills, the present sea floor show- 
ing the dip of rock away out at sea, 
and the bluffs are still receding under 
the eroding power of the wind and the 
waves. 

In the bills northeast from Burbank 
Pa branch leaves No. 7 and crosses to 
the west side of the valley, going 
southwest, and then down 6g the west 
side of the valley ina — direc- 
tion; when opposjte Ivanhoe it turns 
to the south and passes through the 
hills in the vicinity of Ivanhoe, con- 
tinves southwest some distance, then} 
makes a circle around to the south side 
of the hills near Hoover street and 
alon gthe south sideof the hills, mak- 
ing a circle around to the Baptist Col- 
lege; thence almost due south to Point 
Fermin lighthouse; then southeast into 
the sea. Not having a diving suit, I 
did not follow it beyond this point, but 
will pick it up along the s near 


300 feet, and some of the way less, 
probably an average width of 280 feet 
and 4 miles long, containing about 500 
acres. The estuary contains 250 acres: 
the channels around the east of San 
Pedro cover about 360 acres. 

Over among the hills northwest from 
Garvanga, another side iseue leads out 
from the main Los Angeles channel 
and runs southeast through Garcanze, 
and unites with the main channel sev- 
eral miles to the southeast. This adds 
another 120 acres to the grand total. 

Going farther to the northwest an- 
other spring breaks forth out of the 
everlasting hills, is feet wide, and 
runs a little to the south of west, 
winding around through Elysian Park, 
thence running south through Los An- 
geles city to the vicintty of Green 
Meadows. Before reaching that point, 
however, a division occurs, and we 
have two channel instead of one; from 
here on we find two channels a)out 
200 feet wide, continuing eesterly to Or- 
ange county, and containing 54° acres. 

I will return scan to the northwest- 
ern hills west of Hollywood and gather 
in the last. but not the least, of the 
independents.

A New Jersey Bar Association Rec- 
ommends Legislation to Make An- 
archy a Capital Offense. 

‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

NEW YORK. Oct. 5.—The Hudson 
county, N. J., Bar Association, at «a 
meeting called t hear the report of its 
committee appointed to recommend 
legislative acts for the repression of 
anarchy. ordered the report referred to 
a special committee. The first section 
of the proposed act specifies that “an- 
archy shall be made a capital felony 
both as to the principals and accesso- 
ries, as well before as after the fact. 
The term anarchy, for the purpose of 
this section, shall be taken to include 
every act done or word uttered with in- 
tent to cause, or to incite others to 
cause, the assassination of a President 
of the United States or any person in 
the line of succession; the Governor of 
a State or any person in the guberna- 
torial succession, or the chief of any 
foreign State or any person in the line 
of succession thereof.” 

The second section provides that ev- 
ery person who, without intent to cause 
or to incite others to cause the assassi- 
nation of the persons referred to in the 
first section, shall say or do anything 
with a view of maintaining or promul- 
gating anarchistic doctrines, shall de 
guilty of a high misdemeanor,

The Department of Agriculture 
About to Issue a Comprehensive 
Report What it Will Contain.

ASHINGTON, Sept. 
United States Department 
Agriculture will soon issue 


California, which embodies the first at- 
tempt at cotperation by the Federal 
government with any individual State 
in the solution of intricate legal and 
economic problems underlying irri- 
gated agriculture. 
{ The investigation chronicled by the 
report, and upon which the conclusions 
and recommendations of the engineers 
) in charge are based, were made in co- 
operation with the California Water 
and Forest Association during the 
summer of 1900, under the direction of 
Elwood Mead, expert in charge of the 
irrigation investigations of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, assisted by eight 
specialists in irrigation engineering 
and irrigation economics, In addition 
to a general review of the agricultural 
situation in California by the expert 
in charge, the report covers the local 
conditions of irrigation and water 
rights on nine typical streams, and 
brings to light astonishing facts about 
California irrigation, the nature and 
extent of which have never been ap- 
preciated by the people of that State. 
It shows that in many of the principal 
portions of the State agricultural de- 
velopment is greatiy hindered becau-e 
through the inadequacy of California 
laws, the waters which could and 
should make of them thighly developed 
and valuable agricultural districts are 
—— unused to the sea. 

OBSTACLES TO AGRICULTURE. 

The holds the chief obstacies 
to agricultural development in Califor- 
nit to be an unremitting production 
ef cereal crops in the great interior 
valley and a lack of more diversified 
}farming; opposition to irrigation in 
districts which the census shows to be 
measurably decreasing in wealt and 
population; a too great geal on the 
part of advocates of the Wright dis- 
trict law. followed by unwise invest- 
ments which have led to loss and 918 
appointment and a consequent cppo- 
sition to irrigation laws of whatever 
nature; over appropriation of streams, 
resulting in confusing uncertainty as 
to the number and extent of valid ap- 
propriations; the conflict! nature of 
the water laws, and the existence, Ade 
by side, of the two * ng doctrines 
of appropriation and = an rights; 
absolute private ownership of water in 
—4 of the fact that all leading cown- 

tries where ‘irrigation is necessary rec- 
ognize only the rights of use and at- 
tach them not to the owner of land or 
to canal companies, but to the land it- 
self, from which they are inseparable: 
and finally, and most important of all. 
the absence of any State control of 
—— or of any State administration 

of rights to their use. 

The confusion of the jal agents 
and experts who made investiga- 
tions are that the State yoy ascer- 
tain the volume of availabie irrigation 
Water, define all rights to its use, 
whether already acquired or to be ac- 
quired hereafter, and provide an effi- 
cient system of water administration. 
The definite recommendations for at- 
taining these ends are far-reaching, 
embodying, among other measures. the 
creation of a State board of control 
of waters, similar to that in existence 
in Wyoming for the past ten years, 
the making of unappropriated waters 
State property, the limitation of al! 
appropriations to actual beneficial use, 
and the attachment of all rights to 
water to the land irrigated. If carried 
out, they believe, these recommenda- 
tions would put an end to the conflicts 
and controversies which how harass ir- 
rigators in California, and would place 
its irrigation law and development on 
a sound and permanent basis. 

The special agents who carried on 
the investigations under the direction 
of Expert Mead and the streams to 
which they were assigned were as fol- 
lows: W. EK. Smythe, Susan River:

HOW TO TREAT ANARCHY. | 
London Paper Considers Methods of 
Prevention—United Powers Should 


Take Up the Task. 


{London Express:] The Ruffalo out- 
rage has naturally produced an out- 
burst of anti-anarchist energy among 
the authorities in various nations. The 
precautions to secure the safety of 
the Czar during his visit to France are 
being intensified to a positively terrific 
extent, and in the United States and 
elsewhere the police are pouncing upon 
notorious suspected propagandists 
of anarchi This kind of thing is 
satisfactory and commendable enough, 
so far as it goes; but it always goes 

as far as that in the first burst of fear 
— indignation after one of these 
atrocious crimes, and then—the terror 
subsides, the anarchist poison is al- 
lowed to continue fermenting, and 
preseritiy the world is again startled 
and shocked by another successful or 
attempted sination. 

Anarchis ill never be crushed so 
long as the governments maintain this 
policy of temporary panic, succeeded 
by a relapse into inactivity. They will 
be on the right path only when they 
realize that the way to strike at the 
enemy is not to make brief, feverish 
demonstrations after each succedkive 
outrage, but to set themselves solidly 
and continuously to crush it during 
normal times. 


There may be no elaborate anarchist 
organization, with officials and com- 
mittees and sections, and so on; it 
seems tolerably clear that there is not, 
But the fraternity, loose and fluid as it 
may be, most certainly exists to terri- 
bly practical purpose. Anarchist pub- 
lications, anarchist leaders and an- 
archist headquarters are perfectly well 
known to the police and to others.

SUCCESSION TO ADMIRALS. 


During the recent cruise of a division 
of the Mediterranean fleet, under Rear- 
Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, a 
complete innovation in the usual 
methods of command was tested with 
successful results. Many naval! officers 
of the modern school hold that the 
fighting fleets of today require spare 
admirais, and that iw their absence 
disaster may ensure at a critical mo- 
ment of battle. The death of the com- 
mandeér-in-chief and of his second in 
command is one of the most likely 
events of future Wars at sea, since the 
fire of the enemy will infallibly be con- 
centrated on that portion of the flag- 
ship where the directing brain of our 
fleets may be expected to be found. 
The only alternative to the provisions 
ot the duplicate admirais is to inturst 
| the captains of the various battleships 
in succession with the — 
the 

whole fleet. This is the plan adopted 
by Lord Charles Beresford. Night and 
‘day for a week the division under his 
command has been maneuvered by the 

various captains, with the result that 
valuable experience has been gained all 
round, and a sensible addition to the 
efficiency of the fleet successfully ef- 
fected. A captain of a battleship under

A recent article in the ‘Daily 
Graphk supplies some figures as to 
progress made by the German navy.

acter, splendid record in war. and 


Ee literature which the best writers 
mn England have been 
their millions of readers. President 
McKinley is sincerely mourned by the 
English people, the masses, I mean, 
not the classes. classes, as is 
generally here, and every- 
where else, go through the outward, 
perfunctory part of the ostentatious 
display, but the mourning that de.

the manor house, in the average home, 
not the ducal palace. And in the end, 
in the homes, not the costie« will be 
found the tles which «al!

A consideration of these matters has 
impelled not only the Supervisors, at 
also the District Attorney and 
County Clerk, to a diligent study of the 
new primary election law, with partiou- 
lar reference to the uses of the register 
at the primaries. 

WHAT THE LAW SAYS. 

Section 1366 of the election law says: 
“Tt shall be the duty of the proper 
officers to furnish the original affidavits 
of registration, indexes and supplements 
thereto, for use at primary elections, 
which shall show the names of all vo- 
ters entitled to vote at such election; 
provided, that where a new registration 
pursuant 10 law is not completed in 
point of t sufficient to permit of its 
use at the next ensuing primary elec- 
tion, then the origina! affidavits of reg- 
istration and indexes used at the last 
general election in any county, or cit 
and county, in this State, may be 
at any primary election, together with 
the original affidavits of registration 
since the last election and supplemental 
indexes, showing all additional registra- 
tions, changes and corrections made 
since the last general registration, com- 
pleted to and including the tenth day 

or to the primary, which shall be the 

t day on which arly person may reg- 
ister or transfer his registration, 80 as 
to entitle him to vote at such primary. 
And the election commissioners 
visors) shall furnish, at least five ays 
prior to any primary election, complete 
sets of indexes of the register and sup- 
plements thereto, for each precinct in 
which a primary election is to be held, 
to the secretary of each political organi- 
sation cipating in the primary.

emMicers of elections at all the precincts 
at said primary election.” 
CHANGES WILL MAKE TROUBLE. 


This law pertains to all cities of more 
than 7600 voters. Consequently in this 
county Los Angeles and Pasadena are 
alone in the solicitude of the Supervi- 
sors, who, if they change the boundary 
of any inct in either place, will be 
unable to provide election officers with 
any old register of an entirely new dis- 
trict. Such is one of the incidental 
problems confronting them, yet the law 
requires that precinct boundaries must 
be kept Adjusted in such a manner that 
the number ef voters may be as near 
200 as practicable. At the present time, 
however, there are several nets 
containing about 400 voters each. 

The County Clerk is glad that the law 
pertains to only about one-half of the 
county. All other precincts vote with- 
out registers, since in the smaller towns 
all voters are known to an election 
board. Ten days is a short time to in- 
dex. print and distribute the necessa 
registers, and the work is rende 
doubly difficult because a vast number 
of voters pone registration until the 
last minu 


FUMIGATING TREES. 
INSPECTORS MAKE REPORTS. 


Monthly reports from the various 
horticultural inepectors over the county 
are being received at the office of the 
Board of Horticultural Commissioners, 
and some matters of unusual interest to 
fruit growers are discussed.

America's Oldest Actor. 
James Booth Roberts, the oldest 
American actor, died at the home of 
his brother, Alfred Roberts, at Elisa- 
beth, N. J., on September i4. He had 
nearly reached his eighty-third birth- 
day, and for two years past had been 
in feeble health. During the summer he 
visited Lake Chautauqua. He returned 
to his home in Philadelphia in August, 
and early last month, feeling the need 
of another change, he went to Eliza- 
beth. Ten days after his arrival at 
his brother's home he died. For sixty- 
five years Mr. Roberts was closely 
identified with the theater in Amer- 
ea, and since the death of Joseph Al- 
fred Smith, in 1899. he had occupied 
the honored position of the “oldest liv- 
American actor.” 

r. Roberts was born in Newcastle. 
Del., on September 27, 1818. His father 
was a man of means and position, 
and his brothers, of which there were 
several, won distinction in various 
walks of life. One became a genera! in 
the United States army, another be- 
came a clergyman, and a third, who 
fs still living, became a successful 
merchant. Mr. Roberts passed his 
childhood in Newcastle, and was a stu- 
Gent of the academy there. At the age 
of 12 he went to Philadeiphia and en- 
tered the service of a chemist for the 
purpose of learning that vocation, For 
five years he worked in the shop of 
his employer, but during that time his 
inclinations underwent a complet, 
change. He became frankly stage 
struck. Joseph Alfred Smith, then play 


ing boy's parts at the Walnut Street 


| Theater, used to pass the door of the 
| chemist’s shop. The sight of him awak- 
ened in young Roberts mingled feel 
ings of envy and admiration. The 
chemist's assistant set himself to the 
task of preparing for the stage. 

For ten years Mr. Roberts, a#-a mem 
ber of various stock companies, worker 
as actors are rarely calied upon to 
work in these days, and in that pe- 
riod he rose from the humbiest to 
the most importart roles. On Febru- 
ary 22, 1847, he made his firet appear- 
ance in New York, at the Chatham 
Theater, in the character of Richard 
III. In the same week he played Sir 
Edward Mortimer in The Iron Chest,” 
“The Stranger.“ Macbeth, Hamlet“ 
and lago in “Othello.” A few weeks 
later he appeared again at the Chat- 
ham as Romeo, Shylock, Jaffier. St. 
Pierre, and Rolla. The success of there 
two New York engagements was 0 
complete that Mr. Roberts found him- 
self well launched as a etock star. With 
his leading lady. Clara Elliss. he 
started immediately on a tour of the 
country, and for nine years thereafter 
he went from city to city playing star 
engagements in classic repertoire with 
the old stock companies. 

In 1856 Mr. Roberts went to England 
for an eighteen months’ tour. He ap- 

ared first at Drury Lane Theater, 
Andon, and afterward played in the 
principal theaters of Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Dublin, Limerick and Belfast. 
While in England he became enthus!- 
astic over Goethe's “Faust.” and de- 
cided to write, himself, an English 
version of it. Upon his return to Amer- 
lea he accomplished the work and pro- 
duced it in Philadelphia. Anna ‘‘owell, 
who died last year at the Edwin For- 
rest Home, was the Marguerite tn the 

rformance and Mr. Roberts was the 

ephistopheles. Te productton was 
most successful, and 80 popular did 
Mr. Roberts become in the character 
that he starred 
every season until 1876. During that 
period, however, he played numberless 
short engagements with marked suc- 


cess.

The skirmishers had already begun to 
biaze away at the gray targets on the 
other side of the bridge, but the 
Johnnies, like sensible Soldiers, broke 
right and left into the woods, left their 
horses pretty well sheltered from fire 
by the standing timber and then took 
cover themselves beaind the trees Near- 
est the creek and began to operate ex- 
actly according to our tactics, firing 
on our skirmishers and trying to se- 
cure prisoners from the struggling 
mars below. We were the stronger in 
number and weapons, but nature gave 
the enemy one immeree advantage. As 
members of the Pottomac Army vi 
remember, creeks on the Virginia coast 
almost invariably have one bank high 
and steep and one which is low and 
shelving, and where we were fighting 
t Steen bank was on our ide. 

Our fellows could not easily get out, 
much less drag out prisoners, but the 
Johnnies had scamepered up their own 
side before all of us were in position to 
fire. Some, too, whose horses had been 
hit or who had dropped their guns dur- 
ing the tumble, had the presence of 
mind to take Yankee carbines or horses 
with them. One had the impudence to 
lead away two of our horses, including 
the forage, blankets and overcoats 
strapped upon the saddles, and he shel- 
tered himself so skillfully with one of 
the animals that none of the bullets 
aimed at him seemed to hit. On the 
other hand, when one of our fellows 
tried to climb the bank on our side, 
perhaps with revolver in hand, try- 
ing to drive an unarmed prisoner in 
front of him, he was a capital mark 
for the other side to shoot at, and if 
he was hit his prisoner would generally 
change his own mind and hurry back 
to his friends, taking with him the 
wounted man’s revolver and carbine 
as a memento. Such a dash required 
him to wade the creek, but the water 


once been wet did not seem to mind a 
little additional soaking. 

Suddenly, the major, who had been 
closely eyeing all that had occurred, 
passed the word from man to man 
along the irregular line of kneeilng. 
crouching or flat lying skirmishers 
that at the word of command all 
should drop over the bank, ford the 
creek, press the enemy as closely as 
possible and try to drive them to the 
left of the road. Two miles away on 
that side was another road by which 
we rightly imagined they would hurry 
for home should they think us too 
many for them. Men without carbines 
were warned to have their revolvers 
fully loaded before crossing. 

It took two or three minutes for cap- 
tains, lieutenants and sergeants to pass 
this word along, but when the major 
roared Forward!“ over we went. The 
excitement of the jump was Intensified 
by our sabers. Many of us had made 
long jumps from barn roofs or brick 
piles of builders’ scaffoldings when we 
were young. but our sabers hadn't. 
There’s nothing adaptive about a saber, 
anyway, so these weapons mixed them- 
selves with our legs in a most alarm- 
ing manner. We found the water quite 
as wet as any I had ever stepped into. 
and the bottom was not as hard and 
smooth as we would have liked. It 
made our legs feel overheavy, too, as 
we went up the opposite bank with our 
boots full of water, but it was no time 
and place to call for towels and dry 
trousers. 

„Forward!“ again shouted the major, 
who had waded the stream with us as 
unconcernedly as if he were not wear- 
ing his $20 trousers. “Forward!” he 
continued to repeat about once a sec- 
ond. and Forward:“ shoute’ each cap- 
tain after him. 

The Johnnies were brave fellows, but 
they weren't fools. They began to see 
that we could fife several shots to their 
one, and the fichting was at such close 
quarters that the instant one ef them 
fired his muszle-loader a Yank waa up- 
on him demanding his surrender before 
he could reload. Soon they allowed us 
to chase them through the forest, and. 
as they were better woodsemen than 
we, they got away quite rapidly, taking 
with them, besides the prisoners they 
had already sent to their rear, one or 
two of our men who were a trifle too 
expert in the chase. When their firing 
slackened to scattering shots and 
finally ceased, our bugle sounded the 
recall, and we were sent back to cross 
the stream for our horses, which were 
led one by one down a path hasitly 
broken and dug in the steep bank with 
fragments of the broken bridge and 
then up the opposite slope. 


| CHAPTER XIII. 
AFTER THE FIGHT WAS OVER. 

At last we were on our own side of 
the bridge—those who were left of us. 
Roll call. showed. thirty men missing 
from the first company, which had car- 
ried only fifty men into action, besides 
several from each of the other com- 
panies. Some of the missing we found 
dead or wounded in the creek and 
woods, with a larger number of the 
enemy in the same condition, but after 
a careful count we found the Johnnies 
had secured about twice as many pris. 
oners as we. 

The proceedings of the next hour or 
two would not have interested any di- 
villian spectator in search of the glory 
of war. Several mounted men who 
had been hurried away to a farmhouse 
known to be about a mile down the 
road came back with all the farmer's 
wagons, carts, colored men, spades and 
picks. In the wagons and carts on a 
lot of pine tufts hastily picked were 
placed the wounded and our own dead. 
The colored men, under the direction of 
the farmer, who had kindly volun- 
teered to help, buried the Confederate 
dead near the roadside. Some of the 
wounded groaned terribly, and one 
poor fellow almost broke my heart by 
faintly screaming Father!“ every mo- 
ment. I didn't feet any better when 
we leprned that the wounded boy 
whom we were about to cart away was 
a son of the old man who was prepar- 
ing the dead Confederates for their last 
home. Then we knew why the old man 
had offered to assist the burial party 
and why he had looked se quickly and 
intently through the gathering dusk 
into the faces of the dead. The boy 
had been brought in later from the 
woods, and the father would never have 
known of his presence had it not been 
for his cries. 

The next scene was equally painful— 
the old man begging, with tears in his 
eyes. to be allowed to take his wounded 
child to his own house and the major 
Insisting on his duty to carry all the 
wounded captives to our own camp. 
Several minutes before the old farmer 
had been to us only a stay-at-home 
rebel. Now there wasn’t a man of us 
who would not have added our entrea- 
ties to his had we dared. ft was a 
Krent relief to all of us when our as 
sistant surgeon, Mo had been rapidly 
examining the wounded. „Sure the old 
man that the boy would need frequent 
surgical attention instead of home 
nursing if his life were to be saved. ao 
he would be better off in our hospital 
Then the surgeon offered the farmer 
his hand. and after a shake the old 
man e!ghed: 

“T'll take your word for tt.” 

I couldn't understand why a mere 
handshake was so convincing until} one 
of our middie-aged chaps told me that 
both men were Freemasons. But the 


agony for us was resumed after we 
started for camp, for the major, though 
true to the letter of his duty, was a 
a himselt, so he halted us tn

was not very deep, and a man who had >» 


bid the boy good-by, perhaps for the 
last time. They came down with a lan- 
tern, for it was now quite dark, and the 
mother sobbed and wailed as she leaned 
over the cart and did all her thinking 
aloud, and told how handsome and 
cheery her boy had looked when he 
took dinner at home a few hours before 
for the first time in months. His pretty 
sister, whom all of us had adored from 
time to time as she stood at the farm 
gate with her father to see the soldiers 
pass by, prayed aloud for heaven's 
curse to fall on the man whose bullet 
had pierced her brother's lungs, and I 
am sure each of us trembled at the 
thought that the bullet might have 
been his own. Near them stood a t- 
tle brother and sister crying in the pit- 
iful, hopeless way that my brother Ned 
did when he first heard that I was go- 
ing to the war. 

Yet this was not the only family that 
suffered by that engagemtnt. Besides 
the men killed outright, some of our 
own comrades died afterward of their 
wounds without father, mother, sisters 
or brothers to say good-by to them. 
Not all the missing were taken prison- 
ers by the enemy, and nearly half a 
year of awful uncertainty and of fran- 
tic letter writing passed before we 
learned this through our captured men 
who returned when exchanged. One of 
our men, whose leg was broken by a 
bullet and who then was knocked 
senseless by a glancing shot on his 
head, floated down the shallow stream 
some distance before he came to his 
senses and got ashore. Stanching his 
wound by tying a strip of his shirt 
tightly around his leg, he bound the 
broken limb in twigs and then spent 
two whole days and nights in crawling 
on his hands and one knee to our near- 
est picket station, several miles distant. 
In the early spring a colored 
man who went to the creck to 
fish found the remains of one 
our men beside a tree, a mile 
below the scene of the fight, and 
scratched on the bark of the tree were 
a few words telling how the poor fei- 
low had died a lingering death from 
wounds, exposure and starvation. 

Yet the entire engagement in which 
a full third of the men on the bridge 
were either killed, wounded or cap- 
tured within fifteen minutes, was in 
military parlance “merely a little 
brush.” Mention of it never got into 
the newspapers. There were thousands 
like it, except for the falling bridge, 
during the war, the results being too 
small or gradual] to be part of the 
history which was being made by 
some great engagements which propor- 
tionately were not so bloody. Perhaps 
the story of this one will explain to 
some people why old soldiers when 
chatting together about the war talk 
much of the march and camp, but very 
littie about fighting. : 

The fight at the bridge was the 
severest engagement in which our com- 
pany had ever participated, so I ought 
to have been so absorbed by it as to be 
insensible to anything but my duty as 
a soldier. I am glad to say that 1 
loaded, aimed and fired as carefully as 
if—oh, as if it were the first day of the 
“open season for quall in the woods 
and fields near Summerton. Never- 
theless I frequently detected myself in 
the act of looking about me to see 
what other men were doing. I saw 
Cloyne loading and firing as placidly 
and smiling cs if he were merely mak- 
ing out bills at the Summerton lumber 
yard. Mick McTwyny was handling 
his carbine as energetically as if it 
were a coffee mill, yet in his excite- 
ment he was discharging it in the dt 
rection of the sun, the tree tops and 
his own toes, as if the enemy were 
atoms of the surrounding air and could 
be easily ait by a man with his eyes 
shut. Meanwhile he was volubly curs- 
ing his platoon in English and Irish, 
with some assistance from the verbi- 
age of the Holy Scriptures and the vo- 
cabulary of the Bowery, for not firing 
more rapidly and carefully. 

“Look at that little dhivil Brainard!” 
he shouted. “He's rutt rebs into pur- 
gatory as fast as if he was walkin’ to 
Sunday-schoo! in Summertbn. 

Brainard? The sound of his name 
startled me and caused a guilty pang 
as my having been concerned only for 
my own life impressed me. I looked 
quickly about for him and just in time 
to see him roll sidewise from behind a 
fallen log, his face as white as the pa- 
per on which I am writing. Killed? 
No, he moved. I hurried to his side 
and asked him where he was hit. 

“In the heart, Jack, but "twas not the 
enemy that hit me. "Twas Mick Me- 
Twyny's tongue. Great havens! I've 
vowed my life a hundred times to the 
saving of men—you know I was study- 
ing for the ministry. But now I'm try- 
ing to kill men! It's all—but why 
aren't you firing? See that red-bearded 
face sticking out from behind a tree on 
the other side of the creek? No, no! 
Don't you fire at him! Here goes!“ 

Brainard's lips closed so tight that 
I could not see their dividing line, so I 
looked toward the Confederate with a 
red beard, and a second after Brainard 
fired I saw the red-bearded man clap 
a hand to his shoulder. Then the 
ongies of his elbows and knees indi- 
cated that he had gone out of action 
and sat down behind his tree. At that 
instant Brainard nunselt hada trip of 
skin and a bit of flesh taken from his 
cheek by a shot from the other side 
but he dia ot know of it till the fight 
was over. I was recalled to a sense of 
by Cloyne, who dra wied:

Quickly I covered my confusion 
by regaining the cover I had left, but 
I was still curious to know what other 
men were doing.

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Whenever Bedouins visited the strip 
of land along the coast where alone 
foreigners are allowed to sojourn they 
would tell their romantic tales of Amra, 
the Lost. Then, in the long nights in 
the coffee houses as far north as Da- 
mascua and Jerusalem and as far 
south at Aden, if one became friendly 
with a traveling Arab from the un- 
known interior, his tongue would loosen 
and there would tome fantastic narra- 
tives of the place of the long-dead 
kings. 

These tales never failed to have the 
warning attached to them that whoever 
tried to find and enter Amra would 
surely die. Djinns or tribes would 
punish him for the desecration. 

Now, there was one man who heard 
all these stories and was not deterred 
by the bitter fate that was prophesied. 
hie had traveled much in Arabia, and 
gradually he had assured himself that 
Amra really did exist. He was the 
„ Alois Musil, orientalist, of 

When he had matured his 
plans he returned to Austria and easily 
enlisted the ald of a friend, Alphons 
Leopold Mielich of Dornbach, in Aus- 
tria. The Imperial Academy of Sci- 
ences of Vienna, on being apprised of 
their intention, gave them liberal aid, 
and they started off last spring on 
the quest which no white man before 
them had been able to carry to a suc- 
ceseful conclusion. 

Knowing from experience that pub- 
licity would be fatal, Dr. Musil man- 
aged it so that they arrived finally in 
Madaba, near the desert frontier, with- 
out any one being the wiser. Particu- 
larly anxious was he that the Turkish 
government should have no suspicion 
of their errand. This may seem 
strange, since the government 
claims sovereignty over all of Arabia 
and, therefore, should have been the 
very one to extend protection to two 
scientists. But in reality Turkey's 
claim is only a claim. Beyond the 
strips along the coast Turkish author- 
ity is only a phantom, and to travel 
under it is more dangerous than it is 
to travel without any “protection.” 
The Bedouins of the Nejd laugh at the 
government, and do what they please. 
They collect tribute from the Turkish 
caravans and, if it so please them, slit 
Turkish throats with uncomern. 

The Turkish government, in this pre- 
dicament, has chos*n an easy way out. 
Since it cannot afiord to pretend to 
give protection to foreigners and then 
pay heavily if they are killed, and 
since it cannot prevent their being 
killed if the Bedovins choose it that 
way, the Turks ingeniously have es- 
tablished a dead line. They permit no 
man to venture beyond certain terri-

paired there secretiy. They found 
Arabic costumes prepared for them. 
It was the favorite disguise of Arabia— 
a disguise of which all have read in the 
stories of Haroun al Raschid. Who 
does not remember the paragraph that 
can be found everywhere in the “Ara- 
bian Nighüs! — lie went disguised 4s 
a physician.” s it was then it is to- 
day. The physician is honored, and 
may travel free from the dangerous 
curiosity that pesters ordinary travel- 
ers.

| guised, Hael led the way to a rendez- 
vous where his son was waiting with 
two Arabic warriors and a servant.

PLANT INSOMNIA. 
London Trees Are Said to be Suf- 
fering From It—How It Affects Its 


Unhappy Victims. 

[London Standard:] Although in- 
somnia is generally attributed in hu- 
man beings to some disturbance in the 
brain, it may occur, we are told, where 
that organ is non-existent. It is as- 
sorted. with some show of plausibility, 
that some of the London trees are suf- 
fering from that malady. We know, 
indeed, that plants experience periods 
of repote analogous to the sleep of 
animals, so t is possible that, even 
though nerve centers are absent, they 
may be susceptible of overstimulation, 
and suffer from Its consequences, 
Light produces the same _ effect on 
them as on animals. 
tion processes such 
transpiration and assimilation, with 
growth as the result. Theee are 
checked by darkness. With many 
plants, as the light fails, the flowers 
close, the leaves tend to fold wp. the 
leaf stalks more or less hang down.

T HE REAL COUGAR. 


Fables aside, the cougar is a 
very interesting creature. It is 
found from the cold, desolate plains of 
Patagonia to north of the Canadian 
line, and lives alike among the snow- 
clad peaks of the Andes and in the 
steaming forests of the Amazon. Doubt- 
less careful investigation will disclose 
several varying forms in an animal 
found over such immense tracts of 
conutry and living under such utterly 
diverse conditions. But in its essen- 
tial habits and traits, the big. slinking, 
nearly uni-colored cat seems to 
much the same everywhere, whether 
living ih mountain, open plain, or for- 
est, under arctic cold or tropic heat. 
When the settlements become thick, 
it retires to dense forest, dark swamps, 
or inaccessible mountain gorge, and 
moves about only at night. In wilder 
regions it not infrequently roams dur- 
ing the day and ventures freely into 
the offen. Deer are its customary prey 
where they are plentiful, bucks, does, 
and fawns being killed indifferently. 
Usually the deer is killed almost in- 
stantaneously. but occasionally there 
is quite a scuffle, in which the cougar 
may get bruised, though, as far as I 
know, never seriously. It is also a 
dreaded enemy of sheep, pigs, calves, 
and especially colts, and when p e*sed 
by hunger a big male cougar will kill 
a full-grown horse or cow, moose or 
Wapiti. It is the special enemy of 
mountain sheep. In 1886, while hunting 
white goats north of Clarke's fork of 
the Columbia, in a region where cougur 
were common, I found them preying es 
freely on the goats as on the deer. It 
rarely catches antelope. but is quick 
to seize rabbits, other small beasts, 
and even porcupines. 

No animal, not even the wolf, is so 
rarely seen or so difficult to get with- 
out dogs. On the other hand. no other 
wild beest of its size and power is so 
eary to kill by the aid of dogs. There 
are many contradictions in its charac- 
ter. Ike the American wolf, it is 
certainly very meh afraid of man: yet 
it habitually follows the trail of the 
hunter or so'litary traveler. dogging 
hie footetens. itself always unseen. I 
have had this happen to me personally. 
When hunery it will setze and carry 
off any. dog: vet it will sometimes co 
up a tree when pureued even by a 
single emall dog wholly unable to do 
it the leeet harm. It is emall wonder 
thet the avernege frontier settier shou'd 
grow to regard almost with supersti- 
tion the great furtive cat which he 
never sees, but whose presence he ts 
ever aware. and of whose prowess 
«'nister proof is sometimes afforded by 
the deaths not alone of his lesser stock. 
„ut even of his milch cow or saddle- 
horse. 

The cougar te as large. as powerful 
and as formidably armed as the In- 
Man panther, and quite as well able 
to atteck man: yet the instances of 
‘te bavinre done so are exceedingly rare 
The vast mafority of the tales to this 
ect are undoubted'y inventions. Rut 
fe fantich ta deny that such attack 
on human beings ever occur —fFrom 
“With the Cougrer Hounde.” hy Thea 
dare Roosevelt, in the October Scrib- 
ner's.

The study of attention slowly pivoted 
psychology over to the stuly of the vin. 
of which the muscles are the orga”, 
and now we are passing to the study 
of feelings and instincts, which are so 
much deeper and larger than the in- 
tellect, or even the will. A group o 
interesting facta now attracting great 
attention is connected with the chang 
of blood pressure which accompany ef- 
fort and all emotional! states. A man 
lies exactly balanced on knife edges, 
so that he oscillates freeiy, or in equ!- 
librium. He is then given some prob- 
lem requiring mental effort, when the 
blood is so drawn to the brain that it 
tips the end of the balance on which 
his head rests downward, and lifts his 
feet in the air, just in proportion to 
the effort he makes. Strong emot on 
or strain even causes the blood to leave 
the arm, or even the finger in a mea.- 
urable way. 

The sentence sense, or the strange 
carrying power of the mind by which 
after we begin a scntence like “or 
man’s first disobedience.” we sustain 
the tension started by the word “of” 
through several lines to the word “sing, 
heavenly muse,” is studied, and found 
to be very important for cadencing the 
soul. Love, war, and reijigion seem 
largely dependent upon rhythm, which 
is the mother of music and of poetry, 
as the latter ds of prose. 

Thus beginning with touch, the ex- 
perimental method has slowly come to 
include almost every kind of psychic 
activity. Imagination, sentiment, en- 
son, volition and all the rest are taken 
into the laboratory, and its instruments 
and methods have taught us a sharp- 
ness and refinement af introspection 
and self-knowledge which make thes 
methods almost comparable with a mi- 
croscope for the soul. Thus the s>- 
called old psychology, which taught 
self-knowledge, is compelled to the e 
methods to reach its own goal. and the 
forty or fifty laboratories of this coun- 
try have an ever widening field and an 
increasing influence upon our concep- 
tions of the soul. ‘ 

But the new methode are expandns 
to new flelds, and making new affiiia- 
tions. The study of nerve and brain 


makes a neurological laboratory an a- 
most indispensable adjunct, where al 
who are to teach these or related topics 
must learn something of the wendrous 
new knowledge of localization of brain 
function, where the speech, eye, ear 
and motor centers are and what is 
the structure of the neurbns and den- 
drites, more closely connected wits 
thought than any other material in the 
universe. The brain is the mouthpiecs 
of God, or the absolute in the world, 
and is perhaps the most highly organ- 
ized of all substances, anitomical or 
chemical, and the changes which take 
place in the cells are perhaps mot 
rapid here. The fatigued brain cell— 
e. K., at night—is dark with a ragge! 
nucleus, cloudy with products of com- 
position, and always on the way tow- 
ard neurasthenia and collapee; but in 
the normal brain it is cleared out, re- 
freshed, and, as it were, wound up by 
sleep each night in a way clearly s°en 
under the microscope. Thus seep is 
our safeguard against fatigue, in which 
o many nervous diseases have their 
origin. 

Every good course in psychclogy 
must now include some acquaintinc: 
with the insane, the blind, the idiots, 
where nature has made her sad exper - 
ments, of which, however, the expert 
must garefully study the lesson. Hence 
we lecture on the chief forms of mental 
alienation and demonstrate them in 
the asylum. Especially suggestive are 
the border-!ine phenomena, slightly ab- 
normal, but not yet morbid, with which 
perhaps every one has some experience 
in his own person. And to this we 
must now add hypnotism, which has its 
own literature and . journals.—[{Presi- 
dent G. Stanley Hall in Harpers’ Mag- 
azine for October.

IN ACCIDENTS. 


Cleveland Moffett tells in the October 
St. Nicholas of the life of locomotive 
engineers. 

There is a place in New York—the 
very last place one would think of— 
where stories without end may be 
heard about locomotives and the men 
who run them. It is not a place of 
grime and steam, but a quite luxur- 
ious club spreading over the top floor 
of a very tall bullding.on Forty-second 
street, and here every day at lurch- 
eon-time railroad officials gather: 
superintendents, managers, and various 
heads of departments, men who may 
have grown prosperove and portly, but 
are always proud to telk about the 
boys at the throttle, and recall experi- 
errre of their own in certain exciting 
runs. 

In the wide hall near the entrance 
of this Transportation Club is a driv- 
ing-wheel, green painted, from the “De 
Witt Clinton,” the first locomotive that 
drew a passenger train in the State of 
New York. It is searcely larger than 
a wagon-wheel, thourh it is of tron, and 
an inscription sets forth how ft made 
the historic run from Albany to Sche- 
nectady on August 9, 1831. The walls 
show many pictures, famous locomo- 
tives, scenes of accidents, and there are 
thrilling memories here in abundance 
if one have with him some veteran of 
the road to recall them. 

“Tt is not always the most serious 
accidents that frighten a man most.“ 
remarked a high official of the New 
York Central, one day, while the rest 
of us lisfened. “One of the worst 
scares IT ever had was on a freicht train 
when there really wasn't anything to 
be scared about. We had just pulled 
out of Ottumwa, Towa, one dark night, 


with a caboose full of passengers, when 


rump—-ump—bang—rip' 


heard such a racket. First one end of 
the car was lifted up off the rails and 
slammed down again, and then the 
other end was treated the same way; 
up and down we went, bump, bump, 
bump! and smash went a window, and 
out went the lights. Now what do you 
suppose is was?—Well, it wasn't any- 
thing alive, but it got us into a panic 
all right. We waved a lantern like 
fury to the engineer ahead, but it 
seemed an age before he saw it, and 
we just bumped along, expecting every 
second to be split into kindling-wood. 

“We stopped at last. and found it 
was a beer keg-—yes, sir, an empty 
beerkeg that had got caught under 
the caboose between the rear axle and 
the bolster of the truck and had rolled 
along over the ties with the car bal- 
anced on it like a man riding a rail. 
It wasn't broken, either; no sir, not a 
bit: and we had to chisel through every 
separate hoop before we could get it 
out. Talk about making things strong! 
That beerkeg was a wonder.” 

“T had a more exciting experience 
than that,” said-another official—he was 
in the freight-handling department. “It 
was a long time ago. I remember get- 
ting out at a station wear Cincinnati 
for a hurried lunch, and before I knew 
it the train started. I was up by the 
engine, and as the drivers began to 
turn I jumped on the pilot. You see, 
I had often ridden there, being a rail- 
road-man, and the engineer knew me. 

“Everything went well for a few 
miles, and I sat on the bumper enjoy- 
ing the rush of air, for it was a hot 
summer's day: but presently, as we 
swung around a curve, the engine 
gave a fearful shriek, and just ahead 
I saw an old white horse on the track. 
He seemed not to hear the whistle; at 
all events, he paid no attention to it 
until we were right on him, and then 
he was too dazed to do anything. I 
saw it was too late, and drew my legs 
up off the bumper and leaned back 
against the end of the boiler. I must 
have made a picture as I crouched 
there.

“Well?” said somebody.

ee ON “AN ABANDONED 
FARM.” 


William Henry Bishop tells in the 
October Century of his fortunes in a 
new country home: 

„shall touch briefty on the practical 
aspects of the case. I had feared at 
first to have to —— * 
hurrying to the market-town 
meh the family, and I thought it 
worth doing even then. But, quite to 
the contrary, the housekeeping has 
proved to be even easier than in town. 
This is much due to the dally stage. 
Though a lumbering, slow conveyance 
for travel or for bringing out ones 
friends to the farm, it is a capital re- 
source for procuring supplies. We 
signa! it by a blue placard swung out 
of the window, and it stops under our 
maple-trees by 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. The amiable driver takes a pre- 
pared list, and he is back again be- 
fore noon, bringing, say, meat from 
the butcner’s—and of excellent quality, 
too, even by town standards—frult and 
confectionery, a new broom and some 
cotton cloth for tne servant, embroid- 
ery-thread for the mistress, light lum- 
ber and cans of paint for this deponent, 
and a drum for the son of the house. 
For such miscellaneous shopping his 
own charge is about 10 cents. The 
stage driver is the Mercury, the spe- 
cial providence, of the dwellers all 
along his line. An old woman awaits 
to give him huckleberries to sell, an- 
other hands up an old saucepan to be 
soldered. The complete history of one 
of his trips would make an instructive 
and amusing compendium of rural ex- 
istence. Besides this resource, other 
butchers, bakers, fish men, and fruit 
men, too, drive by, on certain days of 
the week, jingle their little bells at our 
door, and await our pleasure. 

“The servant question is often alleged 
as one of the drawbacks to a country 
life, but here, again, judging from our 
experience and observation, we are 
obuged to think the dread is exag- 
gerated. Our own domestic has fol- 
lowed our fortunes throughout. ‘Nora’ 
has plenty of merits, to which I here 
giauly pay tribute, but she cannot be 
greatly different from her kind, and 
yet, so far from being discontented or 
‘lonesome,’ she shows and declares 
great satisfaction with the new life 
and with tne respite from that of the 
city. She likes to compare the way 
things are done here with that of her 
farmhouse home in Ireland (to the 
great advantage of the latter.) It is 
a pleasure to see Nora cruising down 
the shrubbery, popping ripe raspberries 
into her mouth, or sitting in the or- 
chard with her lap full of apples; and 
if the kitchen fire were not 80 hot— 
though the next time I am going to 
try one of the patent stoves that go 
with oll or gasolene—she would get as 
much benefit out of it all as the rest 
of us. Thus far an epidemic of good 
health has prevailed among us all, and 
we have had no doctor's bills to pay. 

‘Our experiment has been an un- 
mistakable success; the life is agree- 
able it is healthy. and it is cheap. You 
have noticed that the one conclusion 
reached by nearly all persons who have 
passed their summer at the usual 
boearding-house, hotel, or hired cottage, 
e that they never want to go to that 
place again. We do not say that and 
we do not think it. We keep the farm 
much in mind in the winter time, we 
talk it over with pleasure, we recall 
how we used to watch the birds there, 
and the fireflies, and those larger fire- 
flies, the stars, and we are anxious to 
get back to it at the earliest moment. 

“Such is what one of the improved 
methods oi transportation has done for 
us. As they become more common, 
they must influence immensely the fill- 
ing up of the farms with summer resi- 
dents. Perhaps, indeed, the next step 
may be a general scramble for these 
farms, and the call upon those who 
have not read the. signs of the times, 
and seized the occasion by the fore- 
lock, to pay much higher prices than 
those that have hitherto prevailed. 

“We won our country home, so to 
express it, by the bicycle, but we 
rather expect to have to hold it by the 
automobile, unless it be by the trolley, 
for already tney talk of a link to con- 
nect the two systems above and be- 
low us. Why will not someone bring 
out a motor-carriage, for two persons 
—and a tuird Nght one at a pinch— 
costing not much above $200, and capa- 
ble of being stowed away in small 
quarters? Such a conveyance is bound 
to come sooner or later. Why not give 
it to us sooner and not later?“

WOMEN IN THE PULPIT. 
The universalists were the first to 


admit women to their theological 
schools. They ordained their first 
woman preacher, the Rev. Olympia 
Brown, in 1863. She says thit “no 
profession is better suited to = 


peculiar characteristics of woman, 
more consistent with her special duties. 
in the future pulpits will be large! 
occupied by them; the proportion 9 
men to women will be no larger, prob- 
ably not so large, as at present in 
teaching. The same causes that 
give four-fifths of all teaching 10 
women will some time give nine-tenths 
of all preaching to them.” 

There certainly is reason in 
opinions. It has always been consid- 
ered natural and proper that women 
should be “ministering angels to th» 
physically Ul, ae well as educational 
teachers, and it is therefore logical to 
hold that they are qualified to min- 
iter to the spiritual and moral all- 
ments, which, alas, persistently beret 
mankind. They are the natural teach- 
ers of all that is good, and celebrated 
men have frequently testified to the 
effectiveness of their methods. 

But it is not that men eally object 
to women as spiritua! teachers; it is 
only that custom is an easy-fitting gar- 
ment hesitatingly cast aside. It 
should not be more difficult to become 
accustomed to a woman in the pulpit 
than in the physician's office, ye many 
insist that it “looks odd" t tee a 
woman in the pulpit. 

Is not this pulpit-—the actual piece 
of furniture—largely to blame for the 
fecling of lack of fitness that pos- 
the ma.oity in this connec- 


Why rot abolish pulpite? They are 
an unnecessary and not especially at- 
tractive re‘ic of past cays. The con- 
ditions that brought them into use 
have passed away, end they are now 
nothing but a sup rfuovs anchronism. 
Churches would look better without 
them. A table would answer the pur- 
pose. The pulpit is only used as a 
sort of center of gravity, and no min- 
ister intrenches himeelf behind its 
grim formality when he spraks of 
the deep things that stir men's hearts. 
Let the women get rid of pulpits, an! 
at least one bar to their succegs in 
the ministry will be removed. 

IN THE LAW. 
A good many women have deen 
studying law, and a good many hae 
been graduated from law schools dur- 
ing the last decade, and they are ranr- 
idly cttaining recognition and stand- 
ing. in their profession. 

‘rs. Myra Bradweil, the first woman 
in Illinois to apply for admission to 
the bar, did so in 156), and was r. 
fused a license on the sole ground that 
she was a woman, and when, in 170. 
Akty of ine la wers of 
cago petitioned Gov. Palmer to ap- 
point Mrs. Bradwell a notary public, 
he refused on the same grounds. I: 
was not until 1880 that the court, 
without rolicitation and without der 
knowledge—during her absence from 
the country. in fact—granted her a 
license on the original appiication filed 
in 1869. 

Nr. Bradwell wae the first woman 
member of the Illinois Pres: Ao 
tion; also the firet to become a mem- 
ber of the Illinole State Bar Associa. 
tion, and the only married woman in 
the world whose earnings Were given 
her by a special legislative act. The 
present Illincis law giving a married 
woman her gon earning was drawn by 
Myra Bradwyll. She died in 189%. The 


hard experience of this ploneer seem: 
to have opened the way permanentiy, 
and many have already followei in 
her footsteps.

She passed 
her examinatian with honors, but does 
not intend to practice, but to devote 
herself to the philosophy of law. She 
lectures at the University of Rome. 

Miss Margeret Howl-, a young 
Scotchwoman, is Hei to become the 
firet woman lawyer in Great Britain. 
Fhe has studied jaw, but cannot prac- 
tice til admitted to the Incorporated 
Sodety of Law Agents. They refuse 
to allow her to try to pars the ex- 
amination for admission to mombor- 
ship, and she is asking the courts to 
compel them to examine her. If Miss 
Howle succeeds in this. a new profes- 
sion, with many lucrative offices at- 
tached, will be opened to women’ in 
Great Britain.

He is teen 
anew in his philanthropic deeds of self-denial and com- 
passion in the time of the plague and flood, and is la- 
mented for those virtues which are a greater possezsion 
than worldly greatness. 

The record of recent patriotism, in its final victory, is 
that of men who in their faithful obedience to law car- 
ried the light of morning on their brows, and the sacred 
hope of immortal life in their hearts. If one listens to 
the Von of the hour in the best utterances of philos- 
ophy and religion there will be discovered a new bond of 
international sympainy. If the nations are to escape 
further attacks upon peace and security there will be 
need of a league to thwart moral decadence. It is, as 
though the martyred men were calling to the world that 
nothing can guard it against the menace of social dis- 
order but the practice of liberty, united with law, and 
this last blow struck at the principle of human equality 
should inspire true hearts to greater zeal for justice and 


righteousness. 
In the midst of the gloom from Maine to California 


and to the islands of the sea, the nation has the conso- 
lation of such words as those spoken by President 
Seelye: “The name of our new President is prophetic.

One of the railroad difficulties here is keeping down 
the vegetation. The road beds must be kept perfectly 
clean, and the grass on the embankments is shaved like 
a lawn. The tracks are baliasted with rock, and the 
ballast protected by little walls of cobblestones four 
inches high, which form a gutter outside the line. 


Javanese Tramways. 


Not only the trunk lines, but also the tramways of Java 
are well built. There are a number of steam tramways 
now being constructed, and many such are doing quite 
well. I went over the one from Djokja to Mageland a 
short time ago with its civil engineer. This was J. F. 
Van Benthen van den Berg, a young man who was edu- 
cated at the Lehigh University, and who’ graduated 
there in 1895. He is a relative of Lord Van Benthen van 
den Berg, the Dutch resident governor at Bandong. 
His road is about forty-eight miles long, and it pays cn 
account of the heavy shipments of tobacco and sugar 
from the plantations through which it runs The tram

idea of such protection. Baskets of this kind are of all 
sizes. They are used to hold up the embankments and 
to prevent washings and to strengthen all sorts of wa'‘er- 
ways. 


At the Railroad Stations. 


The stations are better kept here than in the United 
States. They are well built, being made of stone and 
stucco, covered with whitewash, and roofed with red 
tiles. Every station has a home for the stationmaster. 
It has a lawn and garden about it and palm trees and 
tropical flowers. Many of the stations have postoffices 
connected with them, and all have telegraph offices and 
telephones. The ticket agents are often Chinese. They 
are the cashiers of the country, and handle the greater 
part of the change. 

The cars are first, second and third-class, the natives 
generally taking the latter. The fares are low and the 
third-class tickets make up the largest part of the re- 
— of the road. They amount to about $6,000,000 a 
Every large station has its first and second-clasa 
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waiting-rooms, and each has a restaurant, where you 
can get a fair meal from 50 to 75 cents. Before you 
reach the meal stations the conductor telegraphs ahead 
and orders your dinner, or you can have him telegraph 
for a dinner to be brought to you on the train. Such 
meals are served in sets of porcelain boxes, which rest 
one over the other, a half-dozen boxes com prising an 
ordinary train luncheon. Each box tains some hot 
soup, meat or a vegetable, and these with fruit form the 
menu. A servant brings the food into the train and 
Waits upon you while you eat, leaving you at the next 
station, to go back on another train with the dishes. 
‘Across Java By Rail. 

My ticket from Batavia to Soerbaya cost me 39 gul- 
dens, an average of about 2% cents per mile. This was 
first-class. Had I taken second-class I could have gone 
for 2 cents and third-class for six-tenths of a cent a 
mile. I had a servant with me and I sent him third- 
. class. I paid extra baggage on all over sixty-six pounds, 

at the rate of 3 cents a pound, and my baggage cost al- 

most as much as my ticket. 

Let me give you a picture of the first-class compart- 
ment which I had from Soerbaya to Maos. It was about 
as wide as our cars at home, but not more then ten feet 
in length. It was in fact a little room about 6x10, valid 
with glass at the sides and entered by a door at the 
rear. It had four seats at the corners and two arm- 
chairs of mahogany and wicker. The compartment con- 

. tained aleo a leather sofa, which could be put up or 
down at will, and a table a foot wide and four feet 

Jong, upon which we ate our luncheon. My fellow-pas- 

@engers were four portly Dutchmen clad in white duck. 

One of them monopolized the sofa, lying there on his 

| back, his fat abdomen shaking like jelly under its ex- 

t panse of white linen. The other three Dutchmen were 
smoking and chatting. They spoke English and 1 found 
them good fellows. 

The compartment beyond this was for the second-cla 8 
passengers. Here were half a dozen Chinese dressed in 
white duck, all gorgeous with rings and scarf pins. Each 
had a black queue, in which was braided red silk, tucked 


O inside his jacket. All had gold watch chains and carried 
canes. There were also some of the peorer Dutch, in- 
ve cluding a couple of women, who wore sarongs and slip- 
pers in Javanese style, and a pretty girl with beautiful 
nnei eyes and a ravishing smile and a face so dark that you 
1e 8i could tell she had native blood in her. The third- 
2 class cars had plain wooden benches. They were 
>tiol crowded with natives, women and men packed in as 
close as sardines, 
PI Barefooted Conductors. a. 
: From time to time the conductor came in for the 
ore tickets. He moved about like a ghost, opening the door 


in his bare feet and as he wa ked 
he made no sound. is costume was a calico sarong 
or bag, which from his waist to his ankles, a 
navy blue jacket and a turban over which he wore a 
cap. He put his hand to his forehead as he entered our 
ear and again raised it in salutation as he examined 
each ticket. There were barefooted porters at every 
etation and barefooted cabmen ready to drive us to our 
hotel. Their charge is equal to twenty cents of our 
money, the hotel carriages charge twice as much. There 
were no newsboys on the trains and nothing was sold 
while the cars were in motion. The latest Dutch dailies 
are to be had at the stations, and they are also on file 
in every depot reading-room. 


A Tropical Garden. 


et My trip across the island has given me a good idea 
Re of the country. I cannot describe its beauties. There 
7 is no land like it on the face of the globe. I have visited 
the picturesque parts of India and the Valley of the Nile 
in the winter when everything is the greenest of green, 
but I have never seen anything like Java. If you will 
imagine a garden as big as the State of New York and 
as beautifully kept as Central Park you might have a 
faint idea of it. But you must add volcanic mountains 
green to their tops, which are lost in the clouds; you 
must put in feathery bamboos, groves of cocoanuts and 
orchards of bananas and vast meadows on which buf- 
faloes and ponies are feeding. You must terrace the 
hills with rice fields, some covered with the golden grain 
ready for harvest and others with emerald sprouts on 
the silfery face of the waters. Now one of the moun- 
tains has 10,000 steps of this nature and now you shoot 
out of the rice into great tea plantations, into groves of 
red quinine and on into woods as blue as the Blue 
Ridge of Virginia. 

Among the banana trees are little bamboo play- 
houses, the homes of the natives. You cross magnificent 
roads spotted with coolies, bare to the waist, trotting 
along with baskets fastened to the ends of the poles 
which rest on their shoulders. Some of the poles have 
ends turned up like bows. They are borne by men who 
are carrying rice in from the fields. Other men have 
heads of goods which they are taking from one town to 
another. There are women thus loaded as well as the 
men, and near Djiokja I saw hundreds of young girls 
carrying burdens ih bags on their backs. 


A Land of White and Green. 


I have spoken of the railroad stations being white. 
Indeed, all Java is of the whitest of whites and the 
greenest of greens. The Dutch go wild over whitewash, 
not only in Holland, but all over the world. Everything 
they have built here is coated with newly-slaked lime. 
The villas of the cities are dead white, with columns 
in front of them the color of Parian marble. The 
bridges are white, the fences along the roads. whether 
they be made of bamboo fishing poles or of heavier 
wood, are covered with whitewash, and the same may be 
said of the drains and the culverts, the warehouses, the 
factories and especially the vast sugar facteries, which 
cover acres and which have white smokestacks leaning 
out In their snowy purity against the blue sky. White, 
indeed, is so much the fashion that the people white- 
wash as we clean house—a new coat is put on, every- 
thing once and often twice every year. The rainy season

property owners. The white even extends to the cloth- 
ing of the foreigners.

In the Rice Fields. 


The chief crop of Java is rice. In my trip across the 
island I have never been out of sight of rice fields. The 
rice grows on every hillside and in every valley. It 
must have water and the irrigation works which have 
been built to supply this are unequaled in any part of 
the world. The soil of Java is a volcanic mud. It is as 
rich as guano. It is of such a nature that it can easily 
be made into walls which will hold back the flooded 
patches. 

The larger canals are stone walled, well built with 
many locks, but the water drips from field to field as 
the little mud embankments are opened by the people. 

In many places I saw the people at work. Here they 
were planting and there harvesting rice. The lands are 
plowed and weeded by the men, but the planting and 
reaping is done by the women. The rice is set out plant 
by plant in the flooded flelds, the women wading thiough 
the mud up to their knees as they plant. Much of the 
farming is on shares, a man and his wife agreeing to 
plant and harvest a patch for one-fifth of the crop. 
Sometimes a number of people will join together and 
take several rice fields. I see crowds at work in the 
ripe grain. The men and women are working together, 
and especially the young men and young women. I am 
told that harvesting time is the chief courting time, 
and that the boys and their sweethearts usually become 
engaged while cutting rice. The work is not at all hard, 
for each stalk of rice is cut separately with a little knife 
which is held in the fingers. The stalks are put together 
in sheaves not much bigger around than a man’s leg 
and in this shape they are taken home and threshed 
out at leisure, 

At the beginning of the rice harvest the people have 
picnics and feasts. They erect temples in the fields to 
the goddess of the harvest. Each temple is about as 
big as a pigeon house, and the offerings consist of an 
egg, a wish of fruit and bits of sugar cane and cooked 
rice. 

As the grain ripens shelters are erected on poles in 
the fields and children or grown-ups are stationed in 
them to watch the crop or to scare off the birds. Some- 
times strings are stretched from one part of the field 
to the other and by these scare-crows are manipulated 
so that the boy in the sheer can frighten the rice birds 
a half mile away. 


How the Rice is Watched. 


The rice lands supply the food of the natives and the 
Dutch government watches them very carefully. It in- 
sists that all contracts made shall not interfere with 
their cultivation, and it provides that they shali be taken 
care of for the people. The government aids in their 
irrigation, and it it is due to it largely that Java, with 
the thickest population perhaps on the face of the 
globe, does not have famines, — 

The natives are lazy and shiftiess. Were they not 
protected the Chinese or other capitalists would corner 
the rice and it would be for sale at high prices. As it is 
every one has all the food needed, and there is but lit- 
tle distress and no begging. 

Some of the rice lands are owned by the villages and 
are rented out to the rich planters. In such cases only 
one-half can be rented, the remainder must be kept by 
the village for rice, and no rice land can be leased for 
longer than five years at one time. I met a Dutch indigo 
farmer not far from here, who told me that his estate 
was leased from the Sukan of Djokjakarta, but that he 
was forced to keep half of it in rice. His daily laborers 
worked only a certain number of days of the week and 
only certain hours of the day, devoting the rest of the 
time to their rice lands. : | 
Wages and Work in Java. 

I asked this man something about the wages and 
hours of work of his men. He told me that the average 
day was ten hours and that they worked from 6 to 12 
and from 1 until 5 and sometimes later. He 
pays them about 8 cents a day. I have met 
others who pay only 7 cents a day, but in several cases 
this was for only six hours’ work, the men knocking 
off at noon. In the cities wages are higher. In Soer- 
baya there are common laborers who get as much as 16 
cents for ten hours, and on the Netherland-India rail- 
way the trackmen are paid 14 cents a day and retired 
with pensions when they get too old to work. I under- 
stand that a native can keep a family here on $1.50 a 
month and have plenty for luxuries. He can, in fact, 
earn from $2 to $4 more than he needs. This is, of 
course, from the Java standpoint and not an American 


in the few provinces in which liquor and opium are per- 
mitted to be sold. The government has farmed out the 
opium to the Chinese merchants and the natives have 
contracted the habit. As soon asa native begins to 
eat opium he becomes practically worthless. Most of 
the Java States prohibit the sale of the drug, and it 
would be a good thing if it could be wiped out entirely. 
The only reason for maintaining it is the large govern- 
ment revenue which comes from its sale, for the monop- 
olies of salt and opium furnish about one-fourth of the 
government receipts.

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SIAM’S MINISTER. 


ONE OF THE MOST REMARKABLE MEN 
IN ORIENTAL HISTORY. 


By a Special Contribulor. 


ITH the coming of the Siamese Minister to this 
country, soon expected in Washington, dip ova'ic 

society will be enriched by a singularly interest- 

ing personality. Phya Charoon Raja Maitri, first En- 
voy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary from 
Siam to the United States, has had a career, probably 
more remarkable than any of the associates whom he 
will meet in diplomatic circles. Cousin of his King, as 
he is, he has been prince, priest, beggar and finally not 
only prince again, but one of the most trusted advisers 
of the throne. That he is accredited to the United States 
is proof of this latter, for King Chulalongkorn is him- 
self an admirer and a student of the institutions of this 
country, and is so deeply interested in strengthening 
the ties between it and his own land, that he has 
recently been considering a trip hither. Up to the pres- 
ent, however, Siam has been content with a consular

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representative to this nation, the Hon. Isaac Townsend 
Smith, formerly United States Consul to Siam. The new 
Minister is the sixth sent from his country, the others 
being accredited to Berlin, Paris, London, St. Peters- 
burg and Yeddo. 

Phya Charoon Raja Maitri is about 37 years old. Like 
most Siamese, he is below medium size, according to our 
standards, but is of fine physique, deep chested, muscu- 
lar and straight. Man to man he could probably make 
easy work of the average American thirty pounds heav- 
jer than himself, for he has been a fine athiete, pro- 
ficient in the severe exercises of wrestling and sword 
play, and he still keeps his youthful suppleness and 
strength, which is unusual for an Oriental of his age. 
Despite his dark skin he is a fine-looking man. His 
eyes are calm, steady, and well set; his forehead broad 
and unwrinkled, his mouth firm and well controlled; 
the general contour of his face regular and pleasing, 
and his expression conforms with the dignity of a man 
who respects himself and is accustomed to respect from 
others. Behind this dignity there lurks a jovial spirit 
of which no indication shows in the face. His Excel- 
lency is fond of a good joke and of a good story, 
whether as relator or listener. He is also fond of a 
good dinner, and is an epicure without being in any de- 
gree a glutton. His ceremonial ‘dinners are fanious in 
Bangkok, the capital of Siam, 


Will Find Strange Conditions. 


No Minister accredited from a foreign court to this 
country will find himself in more radically changed 
eurroundings than the Siamese Minister. Bangkok is 
perhaps more given to magnificent ceremoniousness, 
both socially and officially, than any other capital in the 
world. To him Washington will seem strangely in- 
formal—perhaps strangely dull. Also, he will have dif- 
ficulty in adjusting himself to the new conditions of 
rank, or rather, lack of rank. He comes to a country 
where all men are equal, from a country where no two 
men are equal. At the Siamese court no two officials 
or dignitaries can walk or stand abreast, because every 
man is on a different social plane from his fellow. Much 
as the new Ambassador will find to surprise him in 
the American theory of equality, nobody will see evi- 
dences of his surprise, for he is a trained diplomat in the 
highest sense of the word; tasteful, courteous, suave; 
and with that quality of acquisitiveness and adapta- 
bility which much mingling with all classes of men im- 


parts.

it is probable that the outer man will abide by those of 
his country. In that event Washington will see some 
dazzling costumes when Phya Charoon arrays himself 
for affairs of state.

A Pious Buddhist.

In this guise he 
once accepted with becoming gratitude a small coin 
from an Englishman who was afterward flattered to be 
his gueet. Nor could the Briton, being challenged at 
Phya Charoon’s table to recall where he had met his 
host previously, remember the circumstance until the 
Prince repeated the pious proverb with which he, as a 
beggar, had acknowledged his benefactor’s gift. In the 
intervals of his begging the princely. priest made 380 
profound a study of the Buddhist creed that he is now 
regarded as the highest authority on certain intricacies 
of dogma. 

After completing his priesthood he studied diplomacy, 
and then traveled. He was already a fair linguist, 
Bangkok being a very cosmopolitan city, and many of 
the young children speaking four or five languages.

whose jurisdiction extends to the various departments 
of public works, the public schoo's, and even the harbor 
commission. The agitation which has been carried on 
since 1884, has been planned by Mies Gina Krog, who tas 
been called “the Susan B. Anthony of Norway.” 

The reform is the natural outcome of enlightened 
public opinion and of public sentiment, which liberal 
thinkers, like Ibsen, have been instrumental in shaping. 
Mies Krog is a woman about fifty years of age, of much 
culture and social influence, with the natural gift of 
leadership. Thoroughly fitted for the work she has un- 
dertaken, she regards her present triumph only as en- 
couragement for future agitation, and is pledged to con- 
tinue what she has begun, until men and women are 
equal before the law in every particular. 

Wita a climate rather colder than that of Norway, the 
life of Sweden differs somewhat from that of its pro- 
gressive neighbors. . Being the real residence of the 
court which visits Christiana only at stated seasons, 
the social life is more conventional, although the rulers, 
since the first Bernadotte, have become more and more 
democratic. Not only is the palace thrown open on 
certain days to the general public, but processions of 
inquisitive foreigners and loyal subjects are conducted 
through the private rooms where the King has been 
reading an hour before, and the Queen's work basket 
and her sewing implements are standing just as she left 
them upon her table. 


The Home of Slojd. 


The schools, like those of Norway, are graded, and 
the sexes are taught separately, the course being 
practically the same for both. In this home of Slojd, 
girls as well as boys are carefully trained in the use of 
tools, the plane and chisel, the saw and lathe, and they 
acquire much skill in all sorts of joiners’ and carpen- 
ters’ work. On the farms, also, they help in all the out- 
of-door work, as well as the looking after the dairy and 
the housekeeping. There are fewer women employed 
in the shops, apparently, than in Norway, but they man- 
age restaurants and hotels, where they are often placed 
in authority over corps of waiters. 

The great festival seasons are Faster, Whitsuntide 
and Christmas, which are celebrated with church-going, 
feasting, visiting and gift-making. Skating and sleigh- 
ing are the chief recreations during the long winters, 
in which people of all classes participate; and in this 
sport women of all ages and conditions, as in Holland, 
become very proficient. The love of music is almost 
universal, and, while the country has given some great 
artists to the world, there are to be found ‘in every town 
and hamiet many who, although they will never achieve 
either fame or fortune, have voices which would be con- 
sidered phenomenal. Chorus singing, the wonderful 
folk songs, are a part ot all gala making, without which 
fair or festival would be incamplete. a 


Noted Women. 


A few women have left their lasting impress upon 
the literature of Sweden. The most noted of the older 
school were Charlotta Nordenfly, and Anna Maria Lenu- 
gren, the poet, who is usually comparcd to Mrs. He: ans. 
Frederika Bremer, who is remembered by the lovers of 
delightful books through Mary Howitt's transiations of 
her novels and her letters, “Homes of the New World,” 
has been accredited to Sweden, but was in reality a na- 
cive of Finnland. 
The more liberal eduational advantages are devel ping 
artists and writers of talent, who no longer have to 
overcome the opposition that once met them on every 
hand. Among the new school of writers Selma Lagerlof 
takes high rank. Her “Story of a Country House,” 
which has been recently translated into English by Jes- 
sie Brochner, gives one clear insight into the daily life 
and genius of her fellow countrymen. 
The Danes, as, a nation, have little love for their 
northern neighbors—a sectional prejudice that has 
been embodied in the proverb: “Don't be a Swedish 
goose, or a Danish fox will eat you.” 
Inheritors of a land cf level fields and pastures, with 
a fertile soil, the Danes find life somewhat less difficult 
than it is for all who dwell beyond the stormy Skager- 
rack and Cattegat. Their closer proximity to the other 
countries of Europe seems to have checked the develop- 
ment of the freer spirit of the northern countries. 
Women in Denmark have comparatively few rights; 
they are subservient to their fathers and husbands, who 
are their lawful guardians. There is among them, 
however, a marked artistic spirit, which, given any 
scope, manifests itself often surprisingly, and is to be 
found among the peasantry as often as elsewhere. 
Danish women almost equal the French as cooks, and 
it is imperative that every girl shall be thoroughly 
trained, not only in this branch of domestic art, but in 
sewing, knitting darning and mending, all their school- 
ing and training tending to fit them, not for an inde- 
pendent career, which it must be confessed compara- 
tively few of them regard with favor, but for good house- 
wives. 
Even the Queen, who is the mother of the present 
Queen of England, did not depart from this rule. The 
family was poor, and although the royal mother mar- 
her handsome daughters into half the reigning 
families of Europe, she had them taught how to trim 
their own bonnets and cut and make their own gowns. 
And it is an accomplishment which, it is said, Queen 
has passed on to her own daughters.

they are raising such protests against obvious sanitary 
improvements? ‘They are the chiffoniers, that interest- 
ing section of the French community round whose 
strange and somewhat repulsive trade so many :omantic 
tales have gathered. Ragpicker“ is our only word for 
chiffonier; yet it is hardly a suitable translation, inas- 
much as the Parisian ragpicker devotes but a small por- 
tion of his energies to picking rags. His interest cen- 
ters far more round old sardine tins than rags. For out 
of these tins he makes the clever little metal toys which 
are sold for a couple of sous on the boulevards, - and 
from the solder which cements them come the myriad 
miniature soldiers which delight the hearts of the 
children. : 

Old tins, then, are his staple commodity. But the 
chiffonier seeks other treasures in the dustbin—treasurcs 
which the householder little wots of. Broken china 
would seem peculiarly valueless, yet under certain con- 
ditions it forms a miniature gold mine. Pieces of 
crockery with gold lines, flowers and other ornamenta- 
tions upon its surface are carefully put on one side. 
When a sufficient quantity has been collected the whole 
mass is taken to a company which deals solely in this 
article of commerce. Here the film of gold leaf of wh ch 
the ornamentation is made is melted off and collected. 
Quite an appreciable amount of the precious metal is 
gained annually in this odd manner, and the enterpris- 
ing company pays well. 

Waste paper is of considerable value. It is cleaned 
and then compressed into pulp, or papier maché. An 
kinds of useful articles are made from papier machs. Bc ot 
buttons, among other things, are stamped out by ma- 
chinery in enormous quantities. To the uneducated eye 
they seem to be made of some excessively hard sub- 
stance; and ft is difficult to believe that they were once 
pieces of paper. Toys of all kinds are cut by machinery 
in the same way from paper pulp. Wisps of hair—a 
common object of the dustbin—are eagerly collected. 
They make up into wigs. Coarse hair is used for pillow 
stuffing. Skins go to make imitation fur. Bits of cloth 
are sent to the paper mills. Cabbage stalks and similar 
odds and ends of food form excellent nourishmegt for 
the live steck which is to be found in every 
chiffonier’s household. When luck has been bad, the 
said cabbage stalks not infrequently serve to feed the 
chiffonier himself. 

It is hardly netessary to say that all kinds of wonder- 
ful stories are told of really valuable “finds” made by 
dustbin searchers. The striking part of these stories is 
the truly wonderful honesty of the finders. Objects of 
value are rarely lost if thrown into a Parisian dustbin. 
They turn up again a day or two later at the Prefec- 
ture of Police, where they have been deposited by some 
ragged but upright chiffonier. Louis Paulian, who is 
the greatest authority in France on prison matters, has 
said that the only people unrepresented among crimi- 
nals are the chiffoniers. If this be true, it is a pity that 
their means of livelihood should cease. Law keeping 
is too rare a quality among the low class of Parisians 
to be regarded lightly. 


ESTIMATING DISTANCE. 


A familiar example of the vagueness of our mental 
ideas on the dimensions of familiar objects is the trick 
by which a number of people are induced to measure off 
upon the wall what they consider to be the height of a 
top hat. Success in this feat is rare, and the estimation 
in yards or miles of distances in the open air is no less 
difficult, though often considerably more useful. Gen- 
erally, of course, it is the level surface or one filled 
with monotonous features many times repeated which 
is most underestimated, while the diversification seems 
to impress the mind with a greater notion of extent. 
Even so, the usual tendency is greatly to uderestimate 
distances of more than a quarter of a mile, while the 
differences between the guesswork computations of 
various members of the same party are often extraor- 
dinary. In our ordinary life we have rarely need for 
ascertaining in actual yards the distance of objects 
under observation, and our faculty of estimation is not 
developed much further when we have once left the 
stage behind at which all the objects in a room, for in- 
stance, appear to the infant to be equally within its 
grasp. The difficulty of judging distance is much in- 
creased over an undulatory or hilly surface, whether it 
is desired to find out the actual superficial measurement 
or the “air line,” as the Germans term it, for rifle shoot- 
ing in sport or war. In this last application the train- 
ing of the faculty is extremely important, and in actual 
fact often extremely imperfect.—[{London Globe.

Takes Enduring Patience. 


It is a work of years. 
without a faculty, training the idea of that faculty into 
his mind, and then, through years and decades of 
patient repetition, training a set of. undeveloped and un- 
controlled nerves and muscles into performing the most 
delicate and complex work done by the human body. 
Instilling the idea of making sounds into one who had 
never heard a sound is in itself a task hard beyond be- 
lief. To imagine what it means, let us suppose that the 
claim of the Theosophists is true and that persons a 
world apart can give their ideas to one another. The 
ordinary person has no idea of such a process, of the 
means to be employed, of the sensations that would be 
called forth by it. If there is such a faculty, it is dor- 
mant in the human psychology, and would have to be 
cultivated through means unknown to the rank and file 
of men at the present day. Now just so is the idea of 
speech to the deaf child. He, bas never heard. He has 
no idea of his own mind, t the curious vibrations 
made sometimes in his throat are producing an impres- 
sion on other people. It is a dormant faculty, and must 
be awakened, first of all, by the hearing teacher. Then, 
after that, the teacher must act as the critic of the 
sounds produced until they come to resemble human 
speech. The uncertain and indistinct baby talk of in- 
fants grows into finished human speech because the 
child hears others speaking their words distinctly, and, 
criticizing unconsciously his ewn speech, he molds it 
into the accepted form.

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A THIEVES’ MARKET. 


ONE OF THE STRANGE FEATURES OF 
THE. CITY OF MEXICO. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


ITY OF MEXICO, Oct. 1.—Probably no other city 
in the world possesses what is one of the estab- 
lished features of this place—a thieves’ market. 
That such a place should exist in any city seems re- 
markable, almost incredible. Yet it exists here with the 
full knowledge of the police and with that of every resi- 
dent of the city. What is more, it is directly opposite 
one side of the National Palace, the winter home of 
President Diaz, and is only one block from the offices 
of the city administration. And it is no small estab- 
lishment, either, such as might be overlooked, for it oc- 
cupies a court as large as a city block and is crowded 
from morning to night with persons who are looking 
for bargains and know that the place to find them is 
“thieves’ market.” 
1 * market is just what its name implies—a thieves 
market. It is the headquarters for the sale of all the 
booty which Mexico's thieves gather in from day to day 
or night to night. There, spread out on tables or piled 
high on the ground, can be found samples of almost 
anything under the sun, for the Mexican ratero is not 
particular what he steals; he will take anything that is 
not nailed down and will carry off things that are if he 
has a chance. And all these things are for sale at prices 
which are ridiculously cheap; that is, they are cheap 
after you have dickered with the dealer and have 
beaten him down from his first extortionate demand. 
Naturally, the thieves themselves do not act as the 
salesmen for the stolen goods. They keep out of sight 
and either dispose of the stolen goods for a lump sum 
to the hucksters or allow them to sell for them on com- 
mission. In either case the thief gets little, the dealer 
is content with a small profit, and the goods, whose 
original owner is unknown, can be obtained for a tenth 
of their value. | 


Well Patronized. 


So it is that the “thieves’ market” is well patronized. 

Any one wanting some odd or end of household goods, a 
curio, an odd piece of jewelry, can be almost sure of 
finding it at a bargain at the market. Naturally the 
things purchased there are limited as to number of a 
kind. There are seldom any duplicates and few of the 
things offered are new. But they are cheap and that, in 
the eyes of the patrons, more than atones for previous 
use. 
To the visitor to Mexico the market is well worth a 
visit. even if scruples of conscience should prevent the 
purchase of what are admittedly stolen goods. There 
will be no trouble in finding the place. Any policeman 
-or any citizen will direct you to it. It is just east of 
the Zocalo—the park of the peons—and across the street 
from the south front of the National Palace. Even with 
this knowledge you might pass it by, for outwardly 
nothing is to be seen but a high wall, such as surrounds 
many of the private parks and grounds of Mexican 
homes. But at one end of the wall is a huge gate, large 
enough to drive a loaded truck through. Passing 
through this gate you enter the market. It is a big open 
court, stone-paved and surrounded by bulldings on three 
sides and by the wall on the fourth. Scattered over this, 
arranged in sort of streets, are the booths where the 
stolen goods are displayed for sale. These stalls are 
crude affairs. Usually they consist of a few boards laid 
on supports which raise them two or three feet off the 
ground. Sometimes there are no supports or no boards, 
even, and the goods are piled up carelessly on the stone 
pavement. But over each of them is the awning of 
coarse cotton cloth, supported on rough poles which the 
Mexican huckster invariably has. 

There, among these booths, the visitor wanders about 
until he finds what he wants. There is no arrangement 
of goods to catch the eye of the would-be purchaser. 
There is no assortment of them as to class or kind. 
Bach dealer has piled up in front of him whatever he 
has been able to buy from the thieves or whatever he 
has secured on commission. But if you wander about 
long enough you are almost sure to find some specimen 
of that for which you search. It may be old and worn 
or it may be practically new, but you can get it cheap 
if you haggle over the price long enough. 


Cooking Utensils Are Staples. 


Crockery, tinware, cutlery and eooking utensils form 
one of the staples of the market. There is always a de- 
mand for these among the poor, and so the ratero gath- 
ers them in wherever and whenever he can, knowing 
that they will find a ready sale and that he will net have 
to wait long before getting the cash return for his theft. 
And it is not only the poor who buy these things. One 
restaurant proprietor in this city, whose place is one 
of the largest here, admitted that nearly all his table 
knives and forks, as well as the pots and pans used in 
the kitchen were bought by him in the “thieves’ market.” 
He is a regular visitor to the place and not long ago he 
picked up a bargain in the edible line for his cus- 


the | tomers in the shape of a young pig which some enter- 


prising thief had gathered in. 

But it is, perhaps, in the line of curiosities and in 
things that are valuable for their age, as well as for 
their beauty and the use to which they may be put, that 
the market does the most interesiing business. Mexico 
is full of relics Of old times. The libraries of the monks 
whom the war of reform scattered, contained rare old 
missals and books of almost priceless value. These l- 


Pbraries are gone and their treasures are dispersed be- 


yond trace. Some of them fell into the hands of per- 


sons who appreciated their worth and some did not. 


But wherever they went they are continually bobbing up 
in the hands of the enterprising ratero, who has dis- 


covered that there is a good demand for old books. They 
know nothing of the value of the volume and will sell 


for whatever they can get. Thus it was that a folio of 
Shakespeare, bound in vellum and in splendid condition, 
was picked up by a book-lover not iong ago for $1.50 
in Mexican silver. But finds like these are rare, and the 
Professional dealer watches the market too closely te 
allow the amateur to get many. 


Rare Works of Art. 


Still there are treasures of another kind. With Max- 
imilian and his court many rare works of art came to 
Mexico. The disastrous ending of his empire prevented 
most of these leaving the country and they were lost or 
left behind by their owners in their flight for their lives. 
These, picked up by persons who may not have known 
their value. and stolen by rateros, are constantly finding 
their way to the market. Within the last month a fan, 
which experts say is beyond all doubt by Watteau, was 
bought there for $8. Its value is problematical, but it 
is easily worth $150, for the paintings on each side are 
bright and but little injured, while the lace with which 
it is bordered is of the most delicate texture and the 
ivory sticks are inlaid with gold. : 

Old paintings, too, can be found there. None by any 
famous artists have been secured so far as is known, 
but odd old canvasses, whose age is apparent at a glance, 
some of them cut from their frames, others as they 
were taken from the walls, can be found at any time. 
Many of these are bought by speculators, amateur or 
professional, who clean them and dispose of them to 
private collectors. Several bibliophiles of the United 
States have regular agents in this city, who buy for 
them any books which they may come across and which 
are rare and valuable. And for these agents the 
“thieves’ market” and some of the pawn shops are the 
places where they make their finds. 

Traveling Salesmen. 

Aside from the sales at the market place the men who 
deal in stolen goods peddle their miscellaneous collec- 
tion about the streets. These agents call at houses, 
stores, offices, anywhere they think they may find a cus- 
tomer. In their pockets they will have jewelry, old coins 
or other small articles, while under their arms may be a 
bundle of old swords and on their backs a few paintiogs. 
Mexico's many wars have made the country a perfect 
arsenal of obsolete weapons, and swords, guns and pis- 
tols from the time of Cortez to the present decade cin be 
picked up from these peddlers, who have secured them 
from rateros or the pawn shops. Some of them are of 
intrinsic value as a prominent railroad official discov- 
ered not long ago. He bought for a trifle, an old sword, 
tarnished and dirty, because the style of the hilt hap- 
pened to please him. When he had it cleaned he found 
that what had looked like brass on the handle and 
scabbard was in reality gold. 

If the rateros had any knowledge of the value of the 
things they sell they could obtain better prices. But 
they take anything they can lay their hands on and will 
offer some old family portrait at the same price as a 
landscape of real value. To them a painting is a paint- 
ing and is to be judged according to its size. The result 
is that much ‘of their booty in this line finds no pur- 
chaser. 

How long this “thieves’ market” will exist as it does 
now there is none to tell. It is an old institution and no 
one thinks of interfering with it. Now and thea a 
stranger, hearing of its nature for the first time, won- 
ders how the city authorities can allow it to do bus ness 
as it does. But the native Mexican and the acclimatized 
foreigner accept it as it is and, instead of objecting to 
it, find it a very convenient place in which to pick up a 
bargain and save themselves considerable money.

EXPLORING IN ARABIA. 

The expedition sent by the Austrian Academy of 
Sciences to explore the ancient castles of Northern 
Arabia has returned to Vienna, having accomplishe Ii the 
purpose for which it set out early in the spring. 

According to an account of the journey given by the 
two leaders of the expedition, Dr. Alo’s Musil and Herr 
Mielich, to the Neuss Wiener Tagblatt, they proceeded 
from Jerusalem to the Castle of Amra, which is situated 
140 miles to the east of the Holy City. They were ac- 
companied by twelve native servants and had seven 
camels. Thanks to the help of the Arabian chieftain 
Hael, to whom Amra belongs, and whose friendship Dr. 
Musil gained during a former visit to North Arabia, the 
explorers reached Amra without being molested by the 
inhabitants. They were obliged, however, to conceal the 
real object of their journey. They represented them- 
selves as being benevolent doctors, who were desirous 
of healing the diseases of the people. This subterfuge 
alone enabled them to overcome the strong prejudice of 
the inhabitants against European intruders. 

An examination of the Castle of Amra showed that it 
really contained the treasures of antiquity rumote lo be 
within its walls. The castle was erected before the 
Christian era, and has been uninhabited during the ast 
1300 years. The two explorers are silent as to the de- 
tailed results of the researches, because they intend to 


Dr. Musil and Herr Mielich had not been long at Amra 
before the Bedouins attacked them, overcame a stout re- 
sistance, and captured the explorers’ camels and other 
belongings. The Chieftain Hael intervened, and 
harangued the Bedouins on the folly of robbing the 
wise men of the West, who came to heal the diseases 
of the people. The Bedouins then promptly restored the 
explorers’ property. 

A number of other encounters with the Bedouins in 
the desert east of the pilgrims’ road to Mecca ended 
equally satisfactorily. Dr. Musil and Herr Mielich have 
achieved the exploration of a country hitherto un- 
known.—[ Vienna Correspondence London Post.

The bazars of Cairo, not unlike thcse of Damascus or 
Constantinople, present to the traveler many novel fea- 
tures. and interesting traits of oriental life. 

Bazar is, properly speaking, a Persian word, and 
means shops of the same kind, with their workshops, 
all congregated together in one quarter; named some- 
times after a mosque, but more often after the wares 
sold, for instance, Suk en-Nahhasin (bazar of the cop- 
persmith,) Suk-el-Khordagiyeh (bazar of the iron- 
mongers.) 

Most of the bazars consist of narrow and often dirty 
lanes, generally covered over with awnings to keep off 
the sun, with shops on each side. The shops are opea 
to the street, and in front of each is a “mastaba,” or 
seat, on which the customer sits, or the shopman says 
his prayers to Allah at the appo'nted times. Many a hot 
morning have I sat on one, bargaining in halting 
Arabic for some trifie. How long it has taken to com- 
plete the business; and how hot and tired, though 
amused, I have walked away, knowing well I have just 
paid half more than it was worth, the olive-skinned, 
grinning native calling after me: 

“You very good lady; I have given you that cheap, too 
cheap, but Allah tells me you have the good heart. You 
come very soon again.” 

The inscriptions over the shops are not the names of 
the owners, but consist of various pious sentences, such 
as, “Ah! Allah! locker of the gate of gan! Oh. A lah! 
all-nourisher, help with speedy victcry,” etc., @-c. 

The principal market days are Monday and Thurs- 
day, when the traffic in the narrow streets is so great it 
is difficult to force a way through them. 

Peddlers rush along, shouting at the top of their 
voices, sometimes carrying a small table, on which

STRANGE MAUSOLEUM. 


REMARKABLE AND COSTLY TOMB IN 
A VERMONT VILLAGE.

N CIVILIZATION as well as in savagery man has in- 
I weird fancies in his ornamentations of the 

sepulchre. Even in the most barbaric climes and 
times much thought was given to embellishments of the 
graves of beloved dead. Many of the wonders of the 
world: have been sarcophagi. The pyramids are but re- 
positories for the bones of Egyptian royalty; the cata- 
combs vast sleeping cars for the Romans and early 
Christians’ last dreamless slumber. Throughout the 
world, side by side of his arches of triumph, man has 
erected mausoleums and tombs. 

In the heart of Vermont, in the shadow of the snow- 
clad or moss-mantied Green Mountains, stands a unique 
sepulchre erected by devoted wealth, at the cost of many 
thousands of dollars, called the Laurel Glen Mausoleum. 
Throughout that part of New England known as the 
marble State, the name of Cuttingsville stands only for 
this mausoleum; the rude hamlet has but one pride,.one 
distinction, it holds a tomb! Is this symbolic of a 
dying State, whose population is deserting its hills and 
dales to help colonize the whole country? 

An opulent New Yorker had sought solitude in this 
picturesque village for several summers, and had bu'lt 
for his use a splendid mansion. But his last loved cne 
was taken away by death, and the only consolation re- 
maining was to leave his history in marble. And so the 
Hon. John PF. Bowman erected a magnificent memorial 
to his family, which is now visited by tourists from all 
parts of the country. 

A whole year's time and the labor of 125 mea were em- 
ployed upon this Greek temple, reared amid the green 
shrubbery in this lovely valley among the mountains 
which encompass Vermont. In this great tomb were 
used 750 tons of granite, fifty tons of marble and 120,000 
bricks. Its dimensions are 18 by 25 feet. and it is 20 


feet high. Each block of granite weights from three to

six” tons. The exterior decorations are Greek foliage 
with laurel frieze. Within the portal is closed by a 
granite door of one marble slab weighing 6500 pounds. 
But the conspicuous and gruesome feature of this 
mausoleum is the life-sized statue of Mr. Bowman him- 
self, standing hat in hand, with one foot upon the step, 
about to enter the tomb! He holds a wreath of marble 
immortelles, and a huge key with which to unlock the 
chamber of death. Within, upon pedestals, are busts 
of himself, his wife, his beautiful daughter, and, in the 
center, his baby, its plump limbs sinking into a cushion, 
its chubby arms extended to its mother, cold and rigid 
in unresponsive marble. These were wrought in Italy 
from finest Parian marble (as was his own figure) and 
are of immense value. 

Two long mirrors give illusion of vast corridors 
filled with the busts and utes of dazzling whiteness. 
By this optical illusion thirty halls may be seen. Rich 
sculptures, bronze traceries and ornaments fill the se- 
pulchre. 

A nightly Illumination is produced by six-bronze can- 
celabra, bearing pyramids of wax candies, which shed a 
weird ghoetly light amd give a solemn, cathedral atmos- 
phere to this palace of death. 

Upon a rolling terrace, conspicuous from all 

stands this mausoleum, with its owner — — 
its portal yet never going beyond the threshold. Rare 
exotics adorn the lawn in summer and a conservatory 
ab kept up solely for the decoration of the tomb in win- 
The cost of this sarcophagus is supposed to a 
mous, but no records can be discovered. che ten, 
left $50,000 for the sole purpose of having the grounds 
and the tomb cared for perpetually. Six trustees guard 
this legacy, and one of their number enjoys the cnstle 
once occupied by the Bowman family. It faces the mor- 
tuary, and in it are the elegant furnishings just as they 
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founder. What melancholy satisfaction he experience: d 
in viewing his own marble image forever ascending the 
steps that led to the cold clay and colder marble pre- 
sentments of his wife and children can cnly be curm se. 
He has made the village nestled in the mountains under 
the shadow of Killington a point for curiosity seekers, 
und the life and death story of his own obscure family 
well nigh imperishable. Perhaps to have done thss eme 
to him worthy of having lived.

LEPROSY DYING OUT. 


BEING ERADICATED IN HAWAII BY GRADUAL 
EXTINCTION OF NATIVE RACE. 


{Honolulu Correspondence New York Sun:] Leprcsy 
is being slowly but none the less certainly eradicated 
in the Hawaiian Islands. Five years ago there were 
ever thirteen hundred inmates at the leper settlement 
on the island of Molokai; when the annual visit was 
made a few days ago there were barely 900. This is due 
not so much to any scientific treatment of the disease. 
as to the gradual extinction of the native race, which 
alone, in the opinion of Superintendent Reynolds of the 
settlement, will cause the complete eéradication of 
leprosy hére. 

Last year there were an even hundred lepers sent to 
the island, while only fifty have been sent during the 
first nine months of the present year. In the biennial 
period ending December, 1900, directly after the islands 
had been annexed, over five hundred were taken to the 
settlement. This was due, not to any increase in the 
disease, but to the fact that the question was taken out 
of the hands of the party previously in control and many 
afflicted persons who had remained in Honolulu through 
political influence were hurriedly bundled off to the 
place of se ation. 

Upon 2 of the recent visit to the bett ement. 
there was almost a riot because of a new rule put into 
effect. Every year the lepers are allowed a visit from 
relatives, in a number very much limited. This year 
only ten could be accommodated and this naturally ag- 


ade had been built on the island and though the lepers 
were allowed to look upon the visitors, it was at a dis- 
tance of ten feet and through a high picket fence. The 
indiscriminate kissing and caressing was not allowed, 
and before the arrival of the boat the lepers had threat- 
ened to tear down the stockade. 

The scene at this stockade or corral on Saturday was 
a most pathetic one. The visitors to the island were 
led to it through a double row of guards, and behind 
another fence, some distance away, the lepers were com- 
pelled to remain, and all day they looked longingly at 
their relatives, without even having the privilege of a 
hand clasp. It is this display of affection, which phy- 
sicians here hold responsible for the spread of the dis- 
ease to such an alarming extent in the past. 

The disease is thought to have been brought to the 
islands by a Chinaman thirty years ago, and as soon 
as it once reached the natives, the disease spread with 
great rapidity. The Hawaiians are much given to an 
outward display of affection, and it is still ro uncommon 
sight to see even old men kiss and embrace on the 
streets. They smoke the same pipe, eat from the same 
dish, and in other ways lead to a direct innoculation of 
the disease. The same reasons are given by the physi- 
cians for the great increase in tuberculosis among the 
natives. 

Every accommodation is provided for the lepers at 
Molokai. They have their own homes, a school for boys 
and one for girls, and seven churches for the little town 
of 900 people. Besides the lepers there are about a hun- 


nurses. 
They have a town hall, where entertainments are 


given, and two bands, which make the most discordant 
music it has ever been the misfortune of any one to en- 
dure. Molokai is divided from the other half of the 
island by a mountain range of insurmountable steep- 
ness, which forms an impassable barrier between af- 
flicted and unafflicted persons. 

Leprosy is not held to be a hereditary disease, and 
children born of leper parents in Molokai are allowed 
to leave. It is seldom that the parents consent to this, 
however, and their children dre kept by their side until 
they, too, become contaminated. It was formerly the 
custom to allow wives to accompany their husbands to 
the island settlement, but this practice is now being

Every week the Board of Health is compelled to refuse 
the request of a faithful wife or husband to accompany 
a leper to Molokai, for faithfulness and love are a part 
of the many native virtues of the Hawaiians. 

The lepers are allowed all communication by mail 
with their friends and every mall brings some token of 
remembrance to the afflicted ones. All mail from the 
settlement is thoroughly disinfected before it is re- 
ceived in Honolulu. 

A mass meeting of the lepers was held upon the occa- 
sion of the visit of the Board of Health, which was at- 
tended by over three hundred. They had a spokesman, 
who aired the complaints of the assembly to the board, 
consisting principally of objections to the supply of 
tara, which is the chief constituent of poi, and also to 
the scanty supply of water. Speeches were made at this 
meeting on the subject of food supply by the lepers, and 
a long list of resolutions given to the board, the presi- 
dent assuring the complainants that the matter would 
be remedied where possible. The parting between lepers ' 
and friends was pathetic. In former years it was often 
necessary to use force to unlock them from their em- 
braces, but this year they were kept apart, and the lepers 
sat weeping upon the barren shore as the ship sailed. 

Of the 900 lepers on the island of Molokai, all but 
fifty are native Hawaiians. 
whites, and thirty Chinese. Expert physicians, who had 
made a lifelong study of leprosy in Japan, France and 
China, have been here studying the conditions, but have 
found no suitable remedy for the disease, that is ef- 
fective. The loeal government has given up experi- 
ments upon the disease, and there is a general feeling 
that the United States should now take up the study of 
the disease with the purpose of effecting a permanent 
cure.

EXPANSION IN ALASKA. 


I1l.—DEVELOPMENT OF JUNEAUANDTHE 


VALDES COUNTRY. 
By a Special Contributor. 


UNEAU is the center of the white population of 
J Alaska, and the metropolis of the largest gold-bear- 
ing quartz belt in the world. This district com- | 
prises 120 miles of territory and extends from Windham 
Bay on the southeast to Seward on the northwest. The 
total output of gold from the Juneau district up — 
January 1, 1901, was $15,250,000. Cf this amount 9,0) 
was placer gold and the remainder was crushed from 
_ quartz by the operation of 1005 stamps. Nearly 100 
stamps have been put in since the first of January, 1901, 
and probably as many more will be installed by Janna y. 
1, 1902. Twenty companies are actively engaged in t king 
the treasure from this rich field, and there is enough ore 
in sight to keep them busy for many years to come. 


The world’s greatest quartz mine—the famous Tread- 
well—is located on Douglas Island, opposite Juneau. 
The controlling interest in this wonderful wealth-pro- 
ducer is owned by the Rothschilds of London. Although 
they have millions of dollars invested in the property, 
it is paying them the handsome profit of $6000 a day. 
This mine produces a very low grade of ore, the average 
being only $2.85 per ton, but there are such quantities 
of it, and it is being mined on such an economical 
basis, that the owners are enabled to realize about $1.50 
per ton. There are at present 880 stamps in operation 
at the Treadwell and to keep this ponderous machinery 
in motion 100 tons of coal are consumed every twenty- 
four hours. The Treadwell vein at the depth of several 
hundred feet is about seven hundred feet thick between 
the walls. They are now working in what is called the 
“glory hole” from which remarkable pit enough treas- 
ure has been taken to ransom a nation.

It is doubtful whether there is any city in the United 
States having the same number of inhabitan's as Juneau 
where such large and high-grade stocks of merchandise 
are carried. The merchants of Juneau ship goods to all 
parts of Alaska, a number of them having important 
branch stores in the different towns of the territory, 
which draw their stocks from the main stores ct Junrau. 
Merchandise can be bought here at nearly the same cost 
as at any city on the Pacific Coast.

Mr. Snell has made many sarcophagi since that first 
one, and gradually has lessened the weight and the size 
and the cost. His coffins are now made of a red sand- 
stone composition, on which he holds a patent. The 
coffin is made of fourteen sections, matched after the 
fashion of matched boards. When these parts have been 
united the joints are hermetically sealed. 


AN EXTRAORDINARY PICTURE. 


A PORTRAIT THAT BECOMES DISTORTED WITH 
YOUR CHANGING POINT OF VIEW. 

{London Mail:] One of the most extraordinary pic- 
tures that has ever been exhibited has just been placed 
on view at the national portrait gallery. 

Standing in front of this pa'nting and looking at it 
in the ordinary way you see a grotesquely distorted 
face with a huge nose and bulbous forehead, that re- 
minds you of a gargoyle or a nightmare. It is as the gh 
you were looking at the reflection of a face in a par- 
ticularly ingenious distorting mirror. 

A second glance at the picture shows you that round 
the oval which sutrounds the face is a beautifully 
painted landscape. The eye rests on this for a moment, 
and then comes back fascinated to the center of the 
picture, and you wonder what it can be meant for. 

Then, fixed to one side of the picture frame you see a 
board with a hole in the center of it. You walk around 
and look through the hole and behold! The face that 
was so hideous appears now that of a handsome boy, 
and unmeaning marks by it, which before you could not 
read, now appear as letters which tell you the face is 
that of King Edward VI at the age of 9. 

The portrait is painted on the principle of those elcon- 
gated letters which only become readable when you 
hold the page edgeways on a level with the eye. 

Strange as this picture is, its history is still stranger. 
The authorities at the national portrait gallery, who 
acquired it only a few weeks ago, have been looking up 
its history, and they say there is no doubt it is a gen- 
uine contemporary portrait of young King Bdward VI., 
painted in the year 1546. 

It has been ascribed to Mare Willems, a Flemish 
painter, but at the national portrait gallery they think 
that it was most likely painted by Guillim Streets. an 
artist of the English court who flourished about that 
time. 

The earliest references to the picture are found in the 
papers of some of Queen Elizabeth's courtiers, who say 
‘that in their time it had a cylindrical mirror fixed to it, 


and you could only see the true portrait on looking 
into this mirror. 
The mirror was apparently lost early in the seven- 


teenth century. 

The last historic record of the painting that has been 
found is in the list of the effects of King Charles I. 
when that monarch's goods were sold up. Then this 
picture was sold for $10, and after that all trace of it 
was lost until about thirty years ago, when it was dis- 
covered in a private collection. 

A year ago this collection came under the hammer 
in a London auction room, and King Edward's strange 
portrait was described in the catalogue and sold as the 
Seeing what a curious picture 
he had bought, the buyer took it to the authorities at 
the national portrait gallery, who immediately pur- 
chased it for the nation. 

It is a panel portrait, and together with its frame, 
appears today with its colors still bright and untarn- 
ished, as though it had just left the sixteenth century 
painter's hands. 

But neither tube nor mirror was attached to the 
frame when it was offered at the national portrait gal- 
lery and for some time the authorities there have been 
experimenting to find which would be the most effective 
way of showing their new treacure. , 
They have decided for the present at any rate, it shal 
be shown to the public without either tube or mirror. 
“We find,” they say. “that looking through the hole in 
this board which we have attached to the frame any one 
will see the corrected view of the portrait quite clearly. 
A tube does not show it more clearly, and to find the 
exact shape of the cylindrical mirror which the picture 
requires will probably take a considerable amount of 
time and money.” |

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FREE DISPENSARIES. 
WHAT THEY AIM TO DO AND THE 
CLASSES WHO FREQUENT THEM. | 


Krom a Sfectial Correspondent. 
T O QUOTE the language of the medical schoo’'s, free 


dispensaries are places where the sick poor are 

treated without charge. They were establiched, in 
their present form, at the close of the eighteenth ccn- 
tury, the oldest one in the United States having teen 
founded in New York in 1795. 


They are sometimes called charitab-e inst.tu-ions ani, 
in a certain sense, they are rightly designated so. in 
their practical way of helping the poor, they are akin 
to charity organizations. Both these systems of d s- 
pending aid are developments of and have grown to ex- 
tensive proportions in recent times. The primary ob- 
ject of both is to assist the poor, by eliciting the re- 
sources of the poor themselves. 

The modern dispensary marks as great an advance in 
the art of giving as does that conglomeration of relief 
agencies termed “associated charities.” D spensaries 
were not unknown in the Middle Ages, but they were 
conducted on lines which suited the times. England 
was then overrun with wandering students and wan- 
derers of lower degree. They found entertainment at 
the large monasteries which the church had erected 
throughout Europe, chiefly from motives of benevolence, 
partly perhaps for policy. They were free to come and 
go from one monastery to another. They were furnished 
with food and clothing and, naturally enough, with 
medicine, when that commodity was needed. In this 
manner dispensaries came to be established in the 
various monasteries and oftentimes in the houses of 
the benevolent wealthy. 

To come from the Dark Ages which, by the way have 
been termed, by some eminent historians, “Ages of 
Light,” but which were in truth shrouded in gloom, in 
so far as a knowledge of the application of sci uatific 
principles to healthful living went, to the present, when 
medicine, or at least surgery, has been developed into 
an art capable of curing disease with a certainty un- 
dreamt of by the healing faculty, half a century ago, it 
is hardly necessary to state that relief agencies are 
chiefly found in large cities. In congested centers of 
population crime abounds, poverty is widespread and 
hand in hand with these goes disease.

How Young Medicos Are Trained. 


Any extensive consideration of this part of the sub- 
ject would go beyond the limits of the present article. 
It is unnecessary. Any one who understands plain Kung - 
lish will get some idea of the severe study outlined for 
students, by consulting a prospectus. Inu brief, here it 
is. The course extends over the space of three years. 
Students are taught, theoretically, from standard text- 
books. But like other trades and to a far greater ex- 
tent, medicine must be taught practically. For this 
reason schools are always located in large cities. A 
student acquires surgical knowledge by witn«ssing oper- 
ations on living subjects, in hospitals, and on dead 
bodies—irreverently termed stiffs in some dark recess 
of college buildings, which needs no lock and key to 
keep out the general public. Here is one place that 
busybodies have no use for. Even the hardiest cracks- . 
man would shrink in fear from such mysterious pre- 
cincts. 

In dispensaries the youthful doctor is initiated into 
the uses of drugs, their action on the human system, 
their value for curative purposes, etc. Of late years the 
tendency among the most advanced physicians has been 
to use less medicine, and to seek cure by hygienic and 
surgical measures, but that is another matter.

Al Sorts, Chiefly the Poor. 


I have said that in dispensaries the doctor gives his 
services without price. Often he stands in the front 
rank of his professison. His fee for a private prescrip- 
tion would be a large one. He is a man of wide ex- 
perience, of deep erudition and extensive attainments. 
Necessarily, because from him the doctors of the fuiure 
must learn those principles of theory and pract ce which 
they will use for the benefit of the coming generat‘on. 

Now the question arises, are people of Means some- 
times tempted to take advantage of this state of af- 
fairs, to seek free treatment, when they are amply able 

| to pay for private advice? Are dispensaries, which are 
primarily meant to give conselation to the lowly, often 
frequented by the well-to-do? As a personal opinion, | 
‘think not. : 

Dr. George Shrady, in an article contributed to a New 
York paper, mentions a lady who applied for tr 2 ment 
in a clinic at Bellevue Hospital. She was dressed, at 
the time, in silk and wore several valuable diamond 
rings.

She was refused a hea-- 
ing. Now these were exceptional cases and exceptions 
do not prove the rule. Let us charitably say that both 
ladies were monomaniacs. The desire to save a few 
paltry dollars, in the face of sickness and possible death 
therefrom, can only betoken a mind diseased. 

Now it certainly cannot be urged against the ladies 
who frecuent the clinics of the medical college in this 
city that they dress in expensive satins. Most of them 
are respectable women, and make their appearance 
rigged out in calico. No doubt they think they are for- 
tunate to have calico. Many are of Mexican nationality.

Do Dispensaries Materially Benefit? 


They do and they do not. Much depends on the 
patient. 

Palliation of disease is by no means a cure. The first 
important consideration with a physician is to spe- 
*ifically diagnose an ailment. He then prescribes a suit- 
able drug. The sufferer is now in a position to receive 
permanent benefit, but he must continue to follow treat- 
ment faithfully, often for long periods of time and with 
much inconvenience, until his ailment has been thor- 
oughly eradicated. Now here is where most dispensary 
patients make a serious mistake. They take two or 
three bottles of medicine, are temporarily benefited and 
then drop out of sight. 

This is why I say that much depends on the suffe rer. 
Suppose, when he comes for treatment, he is told that 


iodide of potassium, in the form of saturated solution, 
one ounce, with instructions to take ten drops three 
times «day. At the end of a month he takes fifteen 
drops after each meal. At the end of another month 
the dose is increased to twenty drops. The doctor tel’'s 
him that his trouble is a deeply-rooted one of the blood, 
that the medicine he gives must be taken in increas ng 
amounts, that it must be used continuously, six months, 
often a year or more, until the system is thoroughly un- 
der its influence. Not one in a hundred follows treat- 


terer blames the doctor for what is often his own fo ly. 

An instance of the truth of this proposition came to 
my notice not long since. An eccentric old fellow, an 
acquaintance of mine, caught a severe cold and a re- 
sulting broncial trouble. He went to the dispensary for 
advice. He got it, in this way:

HE changes that have come about in the aspect of 
T Sydney, Australia, since 1850, have been very 

gradual and do not in the least suggest anything 
like the violent transformation so manifest in our 
larger American cities. There are still many reminders 
of ancient sights. Old streets, antique houses, and pe- 
culiarities essentially British and characteristic of the 
English village still exist. Within a stone's throw of 
the city hall and the postoffice are old-fashioned one- 
storied stone dwellings, with hole-like windows, pro- 
tected by rudimentary shutters, painted green.

out from England forty years ago. You will also find 
the old tenant and his wife, each enjoying a pipe of 
tobacco; and by the time you regain the very narrow 
sidewalk, uneven with huge cobblestones, you will be 
thrilled with a sensation of the hard, simple living. 
There are many streets and alleys of these houses; and 
wandering along them on a sultry day, one sees the 
children at play and the mothers sitting on the step at 
the open door. One house may contain several fam- 
ilies, those of the Italian ice-cream peddler, of the or- 
gan grinder, of the profeszional beggar, of the tinker, 
and so on. Not far away is a tenement occupied by 
Chinamen, so the odors of garlic, opium, and other 
things Gght for their very strength. 

The outbreak of the bubonic plague, which kept ev- 
eryone nervous for a few months, besides costing a few 
hundred thousand dollars, was to a great extent due to 
bad drainage and the filth of the poor Chinese. There 
are public gardens and drives and squares with shade 
trees, but the boulevard, which is the true stamp of a 
modern city, does not exist. The brick and stone build- 
ings which form the city blocks, the capacious stores, 
government and private offices, etc., soon merge into 
the wooden cottages of the suburbs. 

Ne Ice Cream Sodas, Few Cigars. 

“Conspicuous by their absence, which, by the way, 
would give employment to many, are: Ice-cream toda 
stands, cigar stands, such as we have on our corners, in 
our drug stores and outside the saloons; instead is the 
“tobacco shop,” with its great assortment of serious, 
economical pipes, for cigars are comparatively little 
used. Cigarettes, however, are very popular. 

“Give mé some caviar,” said the writer to a bush- 
town storekeeper, on one occasion. “All right,” re- 
plied the latter, and he handed over a packet of cameo. 

Electric fans and the home use of the electric light 
are not yet in vogue. There are no delicatessen stores, 
no Vienna lager beer gardens, nor music halls with beer 
privileges; no chutes, few steam laundries, fewer ice 
factories. The real estate business seems to be over, 
and there is not a single railroad ticket broker in the 
land. It is quite an event to use a telephone. A mani- 
cure would starve to death. Barbers get 83 per week 
and board. The automobile has not yet apppeared. 
though the market for that carriage should be good 
where droughts are common and horse feed dear. Shoe 
shining has not become an institution, the comfortable 
chair being yet unknown. And store emporiums are 
killing all specialism in trade. Many think a man own- 
ing an emporium should be taxed, not as an individual 
who" is the proprietor of a single department of trade, 
but on the number of his departments.

He 
brought the cow home and turned her loose in his gar- 
den, but was astonished Thursday morning to find what 
appeared to be a strange cow in his patch. The animal 
had no tail. He was told by some neighbors that the 
animal belonged to Meller, and the same morning be 
entered suit before Alderman Means. He also chased 
the cow out. When he returned to figure up the extent 
of damage done in his garden he found a cow's tail 
with bits of rawhide sticking to it. This and other in- 
formation convinced Campbell that the cow was the one 
he had bought, and which had swiiched off her tail. 
For this reason he withdrew the suit.—(Pittsburgh

The epic of the machinery and its powerful levers 
only filled him with dismay, and was meaningless to 
him. In all his misery he had but one beautiful 
memory, the face of his child playmate Cécile. One of 
the noblest characters of fiction is that of the old doc- 
tor, who tried so bravely to combat poor Jack's fate. 

Through all the story of outward defeat there is seen 
in the heart of ‘the poor boy, the beautiful light of self- 
denial and final triumph. One of the most touching 
pages is the account of the searching of Jack for his 
mother across the country at night. After a wearisome 
way, he finally reached the Seine. “What strange riddle 
does that living water ask of each, that so many un- 
fortunates watch it so fixedly, sometimes as if fasci- 
nated, again with so much bewilderment, such despair 
in their mute gaze? At moments, when he paused to 
take breath, Jack grew dizzy, fancying that all those 
eyes were watching, following him, and then he started 
to run as fest as he could.” 

When Jack came among workmen, “His comrades saw 
that he lived a life apart from them, indifferent to their 
quarrels and rivalries. Their conspiracies against the 
‘boss’ or foreman, their grumblings as they left the 
works, from these Jack held aloof.

A. THOMAS, who lives at Seventh and Coronado 

streets, spends much time among the copper 

* mines in the Black Hills range, Arizona. He re- 

gards that whole region as an important business feeder 

to Los Angeles, in the not far distant future, and de- 
scribes the development of its mineral resources. 

“The average citizen of Los Angeles,” said Mr. 
Thomas, “is not well informed in regard to the im- 
portance of the section about Jerome and Prescott, as a 
market for Los Angeles products, but everybody should 
know it. I recently had occasion to inspect a large gro- 
cery store over there, and was surprised to find what a 
vast consumer this one establishment is. Its warehouse 
was piled high with many tons of merchandise, and in 
the stock there was a goodly sprinkling of cases bearing 
the names of Los Angeles wholesale grocers. I can see 
no reason why the entire stock was not from this mar- 
ket. They produce nothing for themselves, there is no 
mart closer than Los Angeles, and consequently there 
is no reason for our being undersold. 

“The purchasing ability of Jerome and Prescott is 
greatly out of proportion with the size of the towns, as 
the many copper mining companies in the Black Hills 
range between the two places, which are almost entirely 
operated on foreign capital (much of it from Los An- 
geles,) are great consumers, and their pay rolls aggre- 
gate, per month, an amount probably equal to that of 
Senator W. A. Clark's United Verde mine at Jerome, 
which alone has a monthly pay roll of over $100,000, and 
is producing copper at the rate of a million a month. 

“Within the past year the new mines have put into 
the ground perhaps $1,000,000, and are pushing on after 
the big body of copper ore, the presence of which has 
been demonstrated by the United Verde and the Iron 
King. The latter is four miles southeast of the Verde 
and is also owned by Senator Clark. In this mine has 
been blocked out a body of black copper ore 100x110 fect, 
and tested to a great depth without reaching the bot- 
tom of the ledge. It is said to be the largest body of 
copper ore ever discovered. 

“Most of these mines, if not all, will develop into big 
producers. There will be an opportunity for Los An- 
geles merchants and the Los Angelcs wholesalers should 
be ‘on the ground floor.’ 

“Up in the Mingus Mountain are found surroundings 
which probably many readers of The Times think im- 
possible in Arizona. The mountains are covered with a 
fine growth of pine, oak, jyniper and other kinds of tim- 
ber, and in the gulches are sparkling streams of water. 
Colin Timmons, the mineralogist of this city, recently 
visited that region, and expressed his delight and sur- 
prise at the tree-crowned mountains and the sylvan 


Character of the cafions. The Verde River and its fer- 


tile valley are in full view from the east slope of the 
Black Hills range, and present a prospect of which the 
eye never wearies. 

“An excursion to this section, going to Jerome by rail, 
and thence into the mountains by trail, is a delight to 
the lover of nature in her primitive haunts,-and at the 
same time gives one a good notion of the business pos- 
sibilities of the whole region.” 

Mr. Thomas sends The Times a scene in the forest 
region of Eastern Arizona, which looks like a view in 
Bear Valley, Strawberry Valley, or some other of the 
elevated mountain valleys of Southern Ca) ornia. 

Again, the Phoenix Republican, writ:ng. f the copper 
resources of Arizona, says:

The Val Verde smelter is a new 
and modern plant and in order to bring its operations 
strictly up-to-date, machinery for the pyritic process 
has been ordered and wil! be installed in a short time. 
This machinery will enable the company to work 
lower-grade ores than by present facilities. The installa- 


tion of the pyritic process is not a charitable move by 


any means, but the company realizes that its own inter- 
ests lies in working every possible class of ore and in 
any quantities that may be offered. The working of ores 
like any other broad-gauged business, is vastly more 
successful where all is harmonious and attention is 
given to the necessities of all branches of the business, 
looking eventually to the profit of all concerned. 

“That this state of affairs may be the more fully ac- 
complished, the Val Verde Company will work in con- 
junction with the Standard Smeiting and Refining Com- 


pany, which has secured a site for a big concentrating

“The smelter will be started early in October, and it 
is believed the concentrating plant will be ready for 
| work early in November. With these two big reduc- 
tion plants in operation, there must of necessity be a 
small army of employés, including skilled men, and the 
distribution of a large amount of money for wages will 
naturally follow. This in itself will be of great advan- 
tage to the business interests of the Territory. In ad- 
dition to the added facilities for reducing the ores of 
this rich mineral region, the money which liquidates the 
necessary expense will in turn be disbursed practically 
in the same locality the ores are mined.” .- 


A Model Ranch. 


HE ranch of M. L. Sparks at La Verne, near Pomona, 
is described as an ideal example of the highly-im- 
proved small Southern California farm. In an article 
descriptive of this ranch, the Pomona Review says: 
“Early in the year 1890 Mr. Sparks planted his first 
trees, which consisted of about thirteen acres, ten acres 
of which was to oranges, and with that this article is 
dealing. From the day the trees were planted they were 
given the best of care, in the shape of cultivation and 
irrigation. The second year after the trees were planted, 
they bore a small crop, which has continued to increase, 
as the crop and size of trees has increased, the quan- 
| tity of fertilizer and water has been increased in pro- 
portion, until today the ten acres of trees are receiving 
about forty inches of water for four days and nights, it 
being applied on one-half of the grove at a time by 
means of the furrow system, four furrows being plowed 
between each row in which the water runs for a period 
| of forty-eight hours. This irrigation is repeated as of en 
as occasion demands, which has been limited on this 
place to five times in any one year, thus requiring prac- 
| tically two and one-fifth miner's inches continuous flow 
tor the year. As soon as the soil will permit after irri- 
gation, the ground is gone over with an Acme harrow; 
this is followed by a system of thorough cultivaiion from 
tour to five times in each direction once each way, with 


| chisel teeth on the cultivator, which are sunk to a depth | 


of from seven to nine inches. The orchard is never 


plowed with a stirring plow. 

“The orchard has been enriched each time of its heavy 
production with from three to four cubic feet of stable 
manure to the tree, and only once has commercial fer- 
tilizer been used, which did not give returns satisfact ry 
to Mr. Sparks. The trees are fumigated once in two 
years. 

“The crop from the ten acres has generally been sold 
on the trees, and, therefore, Mr. Sparks was unable to 
give us the yield in boxes, but the yield in dollars and 
cents has been as follows:

“In other words, the gross income off of this place 
during the first ten years has been $32,723. Since the 
fourth year the trees were planted Mr. Sparks's net in- 
come off this piece of property has not been less than 
$290 per acre, and he now figures that at the high valua- 
tion of $2000 per acre, the ranch will pay for itself in 
four years, counting $100 per acre per annum for experse 
which is at least $15 per acre more than it costs. Mr. 
Sparks started with the tract of twenty acres; today he 
has eighty acres of as fine land as lays out of doors, 
fifty of which is in orange trees, varying from one to 
ten years of age.” 


Glendora. 


— — — 


LEN DORA, one of the choicest sections of the beau- 

tiful San Gabriel Valley, is about to enter upon a new 
era of prosperity. Hitherto, Glendora has poasessed 
about everything that could be desired to attract set- 
tiers, except an ample water supply. This “long-felt- 
want” has now been provided, as already mentioned in 
The Times. The Azusa Pomotropic, in the course of an 
article descriptive of Glendora, has the following in re- 
gard to the water system: 

“The present system of the Glendora Water Company 
is very complete and substantial in all its appointments. 
It owns and operates over eight miles of cement and 
vitrified pipe. The main line, which carries the water 
from the San Dimas wells to the orchards of Glendora 
by gravity, is made of 14-inch cement pipe, most of the 
cafions being crossed by means of steel pipe siphons. 

“The pumping plant consists of a seventy-five-horse- 
power Corliss engine, and Heine safety water tue bo ler, 
the machinery being inclosed in a concrete engine rcom. 
In connection with the system are three cement reser- 
voirs, with a storage capacity of 2,500,000 gallons, while 
a flood water reservoir at the mouth of Dalton Cafion 
has a capacity of 5,000,000 gallons. 

“The company controls the Dalton Cafion and utilizes 
the water therefrom, which gives an abundant supply 
for about seven months each year, thus combining a 
gravity flow with a pumping system, operating the lat- 
ter only during the dry months of each year. 

“By turning the water into the reservoirs during the 
night and on Sundays, two of the most annoying fea- 
tures of the irrigators’ life are avoided. 

“In the town of Glendora the company maintains 
twelve miles of standard iron pipe for domestic pur- 
poses. Water mains run down each street with private 
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taps for every lot. The system is fed from the series |

P. McCarty of San Francisco, in a book published by 
him several years ago, entitled Health, Happiness and 
Lengevity.” says: 
\ “The habits of indulgence in alcoholic drinks, to- 
eee, Opium and other narcotics or stimulants, have 
~ teas to do than is generally supposed with longevity, but 
‘much to do with happiness, while their abuse or irreg- 
Glarity determines all for health, happiness ‘and 
leagevity combined. Temperance men and moralists 
will take iasue with me, and undertake to prove that 
any quantity, no matter how small, of either alcohol, to- 
bacco, or opium, will shorten life; but the facis will not 
gustain the assertion. It is the irregularity with which 
the body is treated, either by outward application or 
bathing, in eating, sleeping or excess in all vices. For 
health. a regular gratification in the full list of vices is 
than having no vices—such as are so termed by 
the world—and being irregular in everything else.

Carbonated Cream. 
i A UCH attention has been given of late to the question 

of preserving food products. The Times has shown, 
in a series of articles on food adulteration, published in 
this department, that almost every variety of liquid and 
solid food put up in this country is more or less adulter- 
ated with salicylic acid, boracic acid, formaline and 
other preservatives, which are decidedly injurious to the 
digestive organs. The latest idea in the line of 
preservatives has been brought out by a company known 
as the Carbonatus Company of Philadelphia, which is 
the owner of a patent process for ca ing and thus 
preserving cream, fruit juices, waters, unfermented ‘ 
wines, etc. This method of preserving cream is said to 
be particularly efficient and valuable. The fresh cream 
is placed in siphons and charged with pure carbonic gas 
made by a patented process, whereby it is washed in 
passing through water. Following is a copy of a c!: cular 
which has been prepared by Robert D. Sorver, who has 
acquired the rights for this section, and has opened an 
Office in Los Angeles: 

“How to preserve unaltered those liquids commonly 
employed as foods and beverages, such as milk and 
cream, cider, unfermented wine, and other fruit juices, 
pure malt, meat juice, clam juice, etc., etc., has long been 
the object of careful experimentation and the expendi- 
ture of enormous sums of money. 

“All organic liquids are prone to decompositicn cr fer- 
mentation, processes which may be prevented or ar- 
rested by the addition of various chemicals—all more or 
less injurious—or by the application of heat. Of the 
chemicals, alcohol, salicylic acid, and boric acid, salt 
and sugar, are the most extensively employed. 

“While under the processes known as Pasteurization 
or sterilization the organisms producing fermentation 
are killed by heating from 140 to 160 deg. Fahr. 

“Every housewife is familiar with a combination of 
the two methods which she employs in preserving fruits 
—heat with sugar, or heat with salt and vinegar. ; 

“It is scarcely necessary to call aftention to the fact 
that in no case do the substances preserved by the 
above methods retain unchanged their original char- 
acter, but are invariably altered in consistency and tas e. 

“The Carbonatus Company, fully cognizant of their 
importance, bas secured the control of valuable patents 
covering a process by means of which liquid foods and 
beverages may be kept indefinitely, without the aid of 
heat or injurious chemical agents, and without altera- 
tion of any kind in appearance or flavor. 

“One of the prominent features of the process is that 
all the liquids named can be put up in siphons and thus 
supplied in the most convenient form to the consumer, 
retaining to the last drop all of their original qualities. 
The value of pure carbonated cream or milk in syphons 
for ready consumption must be apparent to all, espe- 
cially to the medical profession.

“Medicinal and table waters carbonat d by proc’ ss 
are of an exceedingly high grade, being thoroughly car- 
bonated and actively effervescent, which is only pos- 
sible by perfected machinery and this process.” 


Disease from Impure Air. 


OW often do we hear it said that a certain person is 
weakened from breathing impure air? But how few 
people know in exactly what manner the weakness is 
produced? It is a fact, which cannot be disputed, that 
the majority of people in the world would be healthier 
if they took a greater amount of fresh air and exercise. 
Many people do not know why a person should have 
fresh air, except from having heard that it is necessary. 
Others know that the oxygen is the life-giving principle 
of most organisms, including man; but it is only the 
few who understand the important functions of the ele- 
ment oxygen in the human body, and in the bodies of 
most plants and animals. 

The air containing oxygen is breathed into the lungs, 
then, by a wonderful vital process, aided by chemical 
affinity, the oxygen is taken into the blood, and into the 
red blood corpuscles, where it unites with a substance 
which is known as haemoglobin, thus forming oxy- 
haemoglobin, which gives the arterial blood its red 
color. The blood then carries the oxygen in loose com- 
bination with the haemoglobin to various parts of the 
body, and there delivers it up to go into combination 
or oxidize substances there found, including proteids, 
nucleins, carbohydrates, fats, etc. 

This combination produces heat and muscular energy 
for the body, also in some cases it produces the more 
complex metabolic compounds, and in others it produces 
substances intended for elimination. 

Now, if we breathe impure air, the blood is unable to 
secure the proper amount of oxygen. The improperly 
oxidized blood circulating in the body incompletely 
oxidizes the various tissues, or, more properly speak- 
ing, the compounds of which the tissues are composed. 
The result of this is that a decreased amount of heat is 
produced for the same amount of heart action, the more 
complex metabolin products of which hea'thy tissues are 
composed, are not formed and the tissues become weak- 
ened. Fismally, and most important of all, the waste 
products which should be in such form that they are 
easily soluble and therefore easily eliminated, are not 
properly formed, and cannot be readily removed from 
the body, with the result that they remain in the cir- 
culating fluids as a drag or poison upon the system, or 


those areas, thus causing a weakening of those and other 
parts. If one could thoroughly understand nature's 
laws as manifested in the human body he would find 
that the true cause of many diseases lies in the waste 
substances which the body is compelled to carry, by not 
giving the system a sufficient supply of oxygen and pure 
water to convert those substances into soluble products, 
and to dissolve and wash them from the system.

Care of the Teeth. 


N REGARD to this subject, M. G. Jenison of this 

city writes as follows: 

The teeth, from their location and function, should 
be an object of careful consideration. 

Otherwise from their appearance and the part 
they play in lation, their ability to properly mas- 
ticate the food and prepare it for the stomach renders 
them essential] requisites for good health. Where sev- 
feral of the teeth are missing, or badly diseased, they 
cannot perform this important function; the result often 
being deranged digestion and the long chain of evils fe- 
sulting from it. As artificial substitutes at the best only 


should be avoided wherever possible. 

Examination of ancient skulis show that many, if rot 
all the troubles which now affect the teeth, have existed 
‘from early ages, and that some dental operations were 
performed long before the Christian era. But dentistry, 
as a scientific profession, is of quite recent origin and 
is due almost entirely to American ingenuity and inte- 
lect. 

Decay of the teeth, which causes so large a propo: tion 
of the trouble, is a chemical disintegration of the lime 
salts, of which the tooth is largely composed. Cu d pe 
fect health and absolute cleanliness be observed this 
would not occur, but as that is an impossibility the bes 
we can do is to approximate it. , 

Caries, or decay, always begins externally, either at 
some defective point in the enamel or where the teeth 
are in contact, affording lodgment for particles of food. 
The destruction of the enamel, which is about 96.5 per 
cent. mineral, should be rather slow and the point of 
penetration is frequently small; but when the dentine is 
reached the progress is more rapid, as here there is only 
about 72 per cent. mineral, or about the density of bone. 
As soon as the dentine is penetrated, the irritation of 
the pulp frequently begins, and when inflammation is 
once hed, treatment of the pulp becomes neces- 
sary. 
The object in filling a tooth is to check the progress 


indestructible, non-irritating material; at the same time 
restoring the natural contour of the crown. First, the 
frail edges surrounding the opening must be cut away 
and the cavity carefully cleansed and dried and pre- 
pared in such form as will retain the filling, as most 
all material employed depends upon the mechanical 
adaptation to the walis of the cavity and is held in posi- 
tion by the dove-tail or mortice principle, and by a care- 
ful consideration of the lines of force that will be ex- 
erted upon it. A great variety of material has beer 
tried for this purpose, but it is confined at present prin- 
cipally to three classes. The white cement, composed 
chiefly of oxide of zinc, which has the advantage of a 
light color, is easily inserted and adheres closely to the 
walls of the cavity, but in the vast majority of cases it 
is not durable. The amalgams, which are composed of 
one or more metals, rendered plastic for use by mer- 
cury, make one of the most durable filling materials, but 
it discolors to a greater or less degree, and if proper cue 
is not observed in its preparation and insertion, it wili 
change its form somewhat in the hardening process so 
that the filling will be leaky and decay will continue. 
Where the tooth is of sufficient strength, the best filling 
material that has ever been discovered is pure gold, 
which is used in the form of foil, but the perfect 
manipulation of this material requires a much higher 
order of skill than does that of the plastics mentioned. 
Gutta percha, as well as tin foil, are both good tooth 
preservers, but are not durable if exposed to mastica- 
tion. 

Where the pulp of the tooth has been removed, it is 
necessary to perfectly fill the space occupied by it. The 
difficulty of completely removing this organ and filling 
the delicate canals under thorough antiseptic condi- 
tions explains one of the chief objections to its destruc- 
tion, for unless these precautions can be observed, 
trouble is very likely to ensue. 

Where the natural crown of the tooth has been lost 
there can be placed on the natural root an artificial 
crown that will render nearly, if not quite, as good serv- 
ice as the natural crown. Needless to remark that the 
root for this crown must be firm and healthy. 

Bridge work consists in filling vacant spaces in the 
dental arch by dummies or crowns attached to the ad- 
joining natural teeth or roots by means of bands or 
crown, the whole being permanently cemented in posi- 
tion. The object of this operation is to supply missing 
teeth and avoid the necessity of a plate. 

Most dental operations are necessarily disagreeable 
and exhausting, and al! available means should be con- 
sidered to reduce the nervous exhaustion to the lowest 
possible point. The salvation of the teeth is important, 
but it should be brought about in such a manner that 
the weak, nervous organizations, which we so frequent y 
meet with in our modern civilization, shall not be per- 
manently injured or even temporarily deranged by pro- 
longed or heroic dental operations.

THE LOON AND THE GREBE, THEIR CHARACTER- 
ISTICS AND HABITS OF LIFE. 


From a Special Contributor. 


IRST and lowest of all North American bird forms 

come the divers; birds of strong bodies, rudi- 

mentary wings (in most cases at least,) little rea- 
soning power, and, as may be inferred from their names, 
of aquatic habits. All members of this order (known 
as Pygopodes,) and there are over thirty of them, are 
chiefly remarkable for their powers of swimming and 
diving. though this is largely counterbalanced by the 
difficuity which they experience in moving about on 
the ground. One genus embraces the loons, our only true 
divers, birds of compressed, muscular bodies; solitary in 
their habits, keen of sight and exceedingly watchful. 


THE LOON. 
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N Most of us, especially those who have lived in the East 
or North, are familiar with these birds, and some will 
no doubt recall Whittier's lines: | 
“And heard at midnight on Piscataqua 
The loon's weird laughter far away.” 
A large, dark bird, migrating from place to place al- 
most entirely by night, the harmless loon has become 
in many sections an object of superstitious fear, which 
is not by any means lessened by the unearthly ecreams 
with which this diver enlivens the woodland night. Of 
; the five species of loons inhabiting North America th:ee 
occur at some time of the year along our coast. All 
: three are winter visitors, here only to escape the rigors 
of the northiand, whence they return each spring to 
8 rear their young. Their stay with us does not extend 
over two or three months at most, usually from the 
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time numbers of common, Pacific, and red-throated Icons 
[the three found here,) may be seen out in the channel 
or about the islands lying just off our coast. 

The common loon is probably the most plentiful of 
these, and so expert a diver is he that it is said that 
a loon can dive to safety before a rifle ball can cover the 
distance between the bird and the gun. This is, of 
course, a fable, but the next time you see one of these 
birds, just notice how differently he does his diving 
from the method employed by ducks and other swim- 
mers. There isn't a bit of the ungainly “tipping up“ 
business with him, as there is with the mallard or even 
the little teal, as swift a diver as can be found in the 
whole duck family. When the loon sinks from sight he 
leaves not a ripple, let alone the widening circles of 
wavelets which betray the disappearance of most other 
water birds.

Now there still remains the family of the grebes, or 
dabchicks, fresh water birds, mainly of local distribu- 
tion, though migratory within certain limits and not 
solitary in habits, as are the loons. Birds of this family 
are not so powerful fliers as the larger divers of which 
we have already spoken, yet two species visit us in win, 
ter, coming from northern regions, while one other is a 
common resident of our lowland ponds and marshes. 
The grebes, of which six species are found in the United 
States, are all very similar in habits and much alike in 
anatomical structure, though the largest and most cos- 
mopolitan member of the family has many habits of the 
true loons. This is the bird known as the western 
grebe, and is found quite commonly in coastwise 
marshes, though it does not nest here, but breeds farther 
north in the salt marshes about San Francisco. 

One other of the larger grebes, the American eared, is 
with us through the winter and is said to breed at Eliz- 
abeth Lake, in the northern portion of Los Angeles 
county. All grebes build floating nests, composed of 
dead flags, rushes, sedge grass and whatever other ma- 
terial comes to hand. First a floating platform three or 
four inches thick is built, and this is surmounted by a 
well-woven nest, in which from five to seven or eight 
yellowish-green eggs, varying in size from the smallest. 
laid by the San Domingo grebe, up to those of the west- 
ern grebe (about the size of a tame pigeon’s egg,) are 
laid. 

The most common and only, resident species of all our 
divers—the pied-billed grebe (so-called from the varie- 
gated markings of the beak,) is an inhabitant of all 
parts of North America, from the British provinces 
southward. The plumage of this bird changes in the 
winter, so that quite a different bird appears along our 
creeks in the colder months than in the summer. No- 
tice, the next time you see a grebe, how far 
body his feet are placed—farther than 
duck or, in fact, any other swimmer. The 
his wings, too, you will see, while quite un 
any great distance, is so arranged as to offer the great- 
est resistance to the water when the wing is used as a 
forearm, the latter being, in fact, only a more highly- 
developed wing. In this bird, perhaps more than in any 
other, we may note the close relationship already men- 
tioned as existing between quadrupeds and the avian 
forms. 

This grebe, While similar in its nesting habits to 
others of its class, has the additional custom of cover- 
ing its nestful of eggs with rotten vegetation during 
the warmer hours and leaving the processes: of incuba- 
tion to be carried out by the heat of decomposition.

You can 
see the one that was left any day in Mexico, for she is 
still here and busy grinding, grinding corn, with which 
to make tortillas, the bread of Mexico, and the staff of 
life for all classes. 

Tortillas are thin unleavened round cakes, the thien- 
ness of a dollar, and four to six inches in diameter. 
The making is an every-day feature of life, and, use 
bread-making in the United States, it is a matter of 
pride to make good tortillas. A good tortilla is of pure 
white color, soft and tender, and is relished by strang- 
ers, and by the people is preferred to bread. They are 
eaten hot, either soft of toasted—toasted simply being 
cooked more than the soft, or until they are crisp and 
brittle, like a milk cracker. In this way they are sweet 
and nutty in flavor, and like the soft ones, are better 
hot, but are not to be despised cold. The soft ones, 
when cold, turn a darker color, and grow leathery ana 
tough. Rancheros, who have large families, keep one 
woman whose sole business is to make tortillas. 

The amount eaten by each man it is safe to estimate 
at ten per meal, and it is a small family that does 
not with cooks, servants and dogs number more than 
a dozen; hence 120 tortillas three times a day are nec- 
essary. The corn is taken the previous night ard soaked 
in water, in which is mixed a small portion of un- 
slaked lime. Too much lime makes them dark colore!; 
too little tends to make them tough. In the morning 
the skin of the corn is rubbed off, by hand, and the 
corn is then ground on the metate, keeping it moist 
from time to time by sprinkling the paste with water. 

The most desirable metates are carved out of a species 
of lava, and come principally from one district. They 
are about eighteen inches wide and twenty-two inches 
long: the rear legs are generally about eight inches 
high, while the front two legs are about six inches 
high, thus forming an incline plane, which is slightly 
concave, with a raised edge about the back and sides. 
Accompanying this is a square oblong stone, broad and 
tapering from the center to each end, so as to fit into 
the coneave surface; this comprises a metate. It is 
placed on the floor, and kneeling behind it with the 
stove to the right, the work begins. 

A handful of corn is placed on the surface and the 
oblong stone is rubbed down, crushing the corn. This 
process is gone through never less than three times; 
the more the corn is ground the better is the result. 
The next thing is the fashioning of the tortillas. A 
little piece is pinched off and deftly rolled into a ball, 
which is then patted between the hands, and kept re- 
volving by opening and closing the fingers until flat- 
tened. and tossed on the stove to cook, the whole opera- 
tion being done so swiftly that one hears at meal time 
on every hand the pat-apat of the tortillas maker, with- 
out a perceptible break to indicate the finishing of one 
and the beginning of the next. 

The stove is usually about eight inches high, with a 
chimney built in a corner, with a hole at its base about 
6x2 ‘inches; away from the corner are built two em- 
circular walls, half a foot high, and at the point where 
they meet is left a space through which to feed the tre; 
on the top of this is placed a large circular plate of 
iron or clay some twenty-seven inches in diameter. 
The fire is lighted underneath, the smoke passes up 
through the hole in the base of the chimney and the 
tortillas are cooked by being thrown on the top of the 
circular plate and baked. When half done they are 
turned over, then sent to the table to be served. The 
servant passes behind each chair and with a knife 
places fresh tortillas in front of each plate all through 
the meal, the object being to serve them and eat them 
only when hot. 

Breadmaking is usually a task, but it is pleasant 
compared to kneeling on the floor, and bending over a 
metate, with aching arms and aching back in smoke and 
heat. Thirty cents a week is the average remuneration 
(which is equal to 15 cents of United States currency.) 
to which is added food and a cheap straw mat on which 
to sleep. Tortillas are used in many ways. They are 
the basia of other dishes, the succulent enchilada, and 
that more than toothsome dish, the name of which 
translated means “old clothes.” Since they hold their 
heat they make an admirable poultice. As a dishcloth 
they are used all over the republic, and come in handy 
as a napkin at the table. Knives, forks and plates are 
wiped with tortillas, and what is left goes to the dogs 
and beggars; for the latter class it is well to have a 
few in reserve each day. Sold in the market they are 
valued five or six for one cent, and in the markets can 
be seen rows of women sitting with their tortillas 


neatly wrapped in a snowy white cloth, laid in a bask:t, 


waiting for their customers. The purchaser will ex- 
amine cach basket in order to select the best and larg- 
est, ere spending the single cent. After purchasing 
they are heated previous to eating. 

The ground corn described above is used to make an- 
other class of tortillas, which are cooked in a similar 
manner, called literally “little fats.” They are tortillas 
in everything but shape, being an inch or more in thick- 
ness and perhaps three inches in diameter. These are 
also made into a sort of sweet cake with grated cheese 
and sugar and are eaten cold, generally with chocoiate. 
Corn ground by any other process than the metate is 
unknown in Mexico—and all attempts to introduce any 
other process into common usage have failed. The 
metate is used for grinding pepper, coffee. mustard, rice 
cheese, etc. It is the universal Mexican mill, and in 
the hands of one skilled in its use will reduce the hard- 
est grains to an impalpable powder in an incredibly 
short space of time. 

The “old clothes” referred to are made of tortillas a 
few hours old cut into shreds with onions and dried 
beef, being first boiled and then shredded. of course, a 
little chili is added, and the whole is then fried brown, 
It is eaten hot, that is, hot in two ways—hot from the 
stove and hot from the chili—and is simply a hash. but 
the mixture has a piquant taste and, with an “olla” of 
puique to drink with it, it is possible to find worse 
things to eat. 
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ticle, will fill a hole to keep the food craving away lu 
a prompt and satisfactory manner, without any after- 
clap of indigestion or headache. | 
Morning or night, hot or cold, they are worth passing 
your plate for a second helping. To make them as 
eaten by the better class, tomatoes, onions and chilis 
are taken and roasted on the ashes. By this mode they 
gain a distinct and palatable flavor. They are then if 
peeled and ground, all together, into a pulp. To this 
is added finely-chopped pork and salt to taste. A tor- 
tilla is taken and a spoonful of the mixture placed in 
the center and the sides folded over. The whole is then 
placed in a dish, which holds a boiling liquid made of 
tomatoes and chilis, and boiled until done. A little 
finely-chopped raw onion is then dusted on top. and 
they are ready to eat. A man with a fairly good ap- 
petite can eat a dozen, and feel afterward as if the w rid 
were his. The chilis used in these dishes are not the 
sweet chilis, but the regular chilis of Mexican com- 
merce. They are little, but, oh, my! they are power- 
ful. The poorer classes make enchiliadas by us nt beans 
for the inside flavored with chili. 


Occasionally, when dining out, at the serving of the [0 


second course (invariably-rice,) you will be handed a 
tortilla folded around a spoonful of chili sauce, which 
is simply chilis roasted in the same manner and ground 
to a pulp. Served in this style it is eaten only with 
rice, but chili sauce served in a dish is eaten all through 
the meal. The of grinding the chilis and 
tomatoes is primitive. A bowl a foot in diameter and 
four inches deep, corrugated on the inside, and made of 
baked clay and glazed, together with a round stone the 
size of a fist, which is picked up from some water 
course, composes the mill. It is the twin sister of the 
metate, and used like it, but only for softer things. 

Chili reinas, queen chilis, are more than a favorite 
dish with the upper ten in Mexico. An American may 
turn away from pulque, refuse toquila, dislike amo l. and 
condemn the ever-present rice, but if he once taste well- 
prepared, well-cooked chili reinas, the recollection of the 
flavor will always bring back the longing for more. He 
is a slave forever. The greater the gourmet the greater 
the appreciation of the palate. Chili reinas is the ideal 
dish for the most exacting and discriminating taste. 
They are nutritious, easy of digestion, and not difficult 
to make. They are as good cold as hot, and are suit- 
able for all meals. They are a tonic to a jaded liver 
and an appetizer to a weak stomach. See Naples and die 
may be good advice, but see Mexico and eat chili reinas 
and live is better. The origin of the dish is lost in the 
years behind us. 

We know that when the Toltecs came to Mexico, that 
they were the first setilers, and history records that tir 
crops were corn and chilis, away back in the thirteenth 
century or before. If they discovered the way to pre- 
pare this dish they are entitled to a monument to com- 
memorate their memory. 

Make them as follows: Take chili anchos (broad 
chilis,) the large sweet peppers grown in the States 
will be just the thing either green or dried—if dried, 
soak them in water till soft. Cut them down one side 
lengthwise, roast them in the ashes and peel off the 
tender skin as you would a tomato. Take out the seeds, 
lay them aside. Take dry cheese, grate it to a fine pow- 
der, and stuff your chilis full, and then pull the open- 
ing together. Take a sufficient number of fresh eggs, 
beat the yolks and whites separately to a very light 
froth; then mix. Have ready on the fire a frying pan, 
with hardly enough boiling lard to cover yoor chilis. 
Dip the chill into the frothy egg for an instant, then 
drop them into the boiling lard, pouring over each of 
the chilis more of the egg. and turn while frying. Take 
the seeds of the chili, an onion, and a couple of 
tomatoes and peal and grind all to a pulp, salt. then 
stew. When your chilis are done, turn the remainder of 
the eggs into your stew, boil and put your fried chilis 
in your sauce, and then serve. Sometimes the sauce is 
omitted, and if intended to be eaten cold they are better 
dry. but otherwise they are nicer with the sauce. 

Be careful in choosing your chilis. Take only the full, 
round ones. Those that are slim and long, or turning 
red are apt to be too hot for an uneducated taste. but 
here in Mexico the hotter the better. 

Queen chilis, with walnut sauce. is evidently a later 
dish, and probably is an invention of the Maximilian 
epoch, since the ingredients are decidedly Frenchy. It 
does not require much of a stretch of the imagination 
to fancy some French chef thinking that he had im- 
proved on the original dish, but you can try them both 
if you care to, and then see which is the better. The 
reason for conjecturing this to be a later invention is 
that while any and every peon woman can tell you how 
to make the queen chilis, and all tell you exactly alike, 
the manner of preparing queen chilis with walnuts 
seems to be known only in the larger cities among the 
exclusively wealthy families. This dish is eaten when 
cold, and is at its best when a few days old. pare 
your chilis as for chili reinas. Stuff them with a paste 
made of part boiled and freely chopped potatoes and 
three parts sardines, seasoned to suit. Fry them in lard 
and pour over them a hot dressing made of ground wal- 
nuts and water. This paste-like dressing must be so 
3 that it will only pour.

length of the roll below. Al! coats continue to have 
high and broad shoulders, though these features will 
be somewhat less prominent than last year, and will I 
believe. further decrease as the season advances. Sacks 
retain the long-waist effect and, like the frocks, are in- 
creased in length. 
The changes in vests and trousers are slight. In vests, 
both single and double-breasted, the opening is lessened 
to correspond with the decreased length of the op ning 
of coats, and in double-breasted vests the button rows 
will be given less top spread. Trousers will have a 
slight increase in bottom width, which will kill the peg- 
leg effect that has for several seasons been a feature. 
Fabrics.

The swallowtail or full-dress suit is the only correct 
attire for men after 6 p.m., where ladies are present in 
evening costume. The dress coat is much more fre- 
quently made with peaked lapels than with shaw! roll, 
though both are correct and are illustrated in the ac- 
companying plate. The shoulders of the dress coat are 
moderately wide, though not so wide as those of coats 
for day wear, and the extreme length is the same as for 
the double-breasted frock. The skirt straps are very 
long and extend back to the hip bone, giving the coat 
nearly the appearance of an Eton jacket, when viewed 
squarely from the front. The skirts taper to a width 
of five and a half inches, and the roll extends a trifle 
below the second buttonhole.
